NEW ORLEANS. 
FORTY DEATHS. 
Special Dispatch to Tc Tridunea. 

New Oni nens, Aug. B. —Forty deaths to- 
day. Hundreds of new aypes daily not report- 
ed. The disease is manifest in every portion of 
the city, though the Creole section in the old 
city is most exempt. One quarter of the deaths 
are ot the destitute in the public institutions. 
Destitute sick are hourly found by the police, 
and sent to the Charity Hospital. The weather 
is variable, and most fatal to patients. Yester- 
day was hot, to-day succeeded by a brisk thun- 
der-shower of an hour, adda fall in the ther- 
mometer of several degrees. The consequence 
was a dozen patients congidered convalescent 
dropped off. Among others, Blanchard, Regis- 
ter of voters under Gov. Warmoth, died after 
eight hours’ iliness. 

The hearses are passing iu the street all the 
afternoon, and the church funeral bells have not 
ceased ringing fot sone Har. 

A SPORADIC DISEASE 

has spread all over the State. In the Teche 
country there have been several deaths. In 
Iberville Parish, ninety miles above New Orleans. 
eases occur faster than physicians can reach 
them. Physigians have been sent up by the 
Howards, who have sent out over twenty phy- 
sicians and a hundred nurses to afflicted neigh- 
borhoods. 

The occurrence of the disease at points rigid- 
ly quarantined shows the folly of that recourse ; 
put hundreds of mail bags accumulating in the 
New Orleans office show that the post-office 
functions are suspended in three-quarters of the 
country of which this is the distributing office. 
No mails are sent to any part of Texas. 

DISINFECTANTS ARE EXHAUSTED. 

Supplies are expected to-morrow from Cairo. 

The Anchor Line steamboats have stopped 
coming from St. Louis. The last boat, John A. 
Scudder, leaves here to-morrow nieht. Tue 
Mississippi Valley Transportation Company 
proposed stopping till assured by the agent here 
that he would furnish acclimated crews to han- 
die the boats. This barge line is all that will 
hold the river open to St. Louis. Twenty of 
the largest boats running on the river are laid 
up at the wharves, including the Robert E. Lee, 
Natchez, Bart Able, and the newly-built J. M. 
White and Edward J. Gay. 

Physicians have 

NO HOPE OF STAYING THE DISEASE, 
which must run its course. There will be a 
daily increase probably for some weeks, except 
radically cold weather intervenes. 

Since the Howard Association commenced 
work the public officials seem to have abandonea 
all to them. The city and health officers seem 
paralyzea, leaving all work to the Howards. 
Fifty of its agents keep constantly moving 
among the destitute sick. 

Contributions come in readily. Diptheria is 
epidemic in the Upper Red River parishes, with 
great fatality among children. 

THE DEATH LIST.

New ORLEANS, La., Aug. 23.—New cases dur- 
ing the past twenty-four hours, twenty- bree; 
deaths, forty.

VICKSBURG. 
SIX HUNDRED YEOF.E pow WITH THE DIs- 
EASE. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Vickssure, Aug. 23.—The fever is rapidly 
increasing, and there is no telling where the 
destruction of life will end. There are at this 
time full (Opersons down witb it. The colored 
population are suffering terribly. Full one-half 
the cases are of this class. In many instances 
they drop down verv suddenly, as if faintine. 
It is impossible to obtain nurses enough of auy 
kind. Three of our physicians have been 
stricken down with the fever,—Dr. Balfour, 
City Health Officer; Dr. Booth, physician in 
charge of Hill City Infirmary; and Dr. Robbins. 
Dr. Hunt was compelled to go to bed from 
sheer exhaustion. The other physicians are 

ALMOU3T COMPLETELY BROKEN DOWN. 

There are three physicians from New Orleans 
and one from Shreveport; one from Delhi, La. ; 
and one from Galveston. Tex., on their way 
here. They cannet come too soon. The physi- 
cians tell me unless aid reaches them soon 
there will be the greatest suffering in this com- 
muvity ever known. Already whole families 
have been swept away, leaving not one, not 
even the child in arms. Words cannot express 
the intense suffering in some of the localities in 
our city. 

A very marked peculiarity about many of the 
bodies after death is their turning almost black, 
and in some instances show blue spots in the 
black surface. 

THE CITY is ALMOST DEPOPULATED, 
every persou who could do so having left; but 
in several cases dejays bave proved fatal, the 
fever developing itself after departure, and 
death ensuing. Mr. Ike Baer died in St. Louis 
to-day, having left here last week to escape the 
fever. 

Will send you the death-list to-morrow, it 
being impossible to obtain ali the names at this 
late vour. 

Ihe number of new cases for the past twenty- 
four hours will reach seventy-five, and inter- 
ments for same time amount to thirteen. 

FIFTY NEW CASES.

MEMPHIS. 
THE DISEASE DECLARED EPIDEMIC. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Mrurnis, Tenn., Aug. 23.—The fever sortie 
over the boundary of the infected district has 
been effectuaily made, and tne Board of Health 
to-day formally declares it epidemic. On Mon- 
roe street, near Wellington; on Linden, near 
Causey; on Madison, street near Bayon, and in 
the Worsham, groups of cases com prising whole 
families have appeared. In the infected district 
north of Jefferson street it rages as widely as 
the semi-deserted city will admit“ The disease 
is evidently yielding to treatment, however, 
for of the 250 new cases in three days there have 
been but thirty-two deaths. The record to-day is 
forty-five new cases and ten dcaths. 

AMONG THE SICK 

are Gen. W. J. Smith, Surgeon of the port, 
Vice-President of the Howard Association, and 
late worker among the dying at Grenada; Drs. 
J. C. Rogers, Robbins, Marable, Frayser, and 
Burrell; Steamboat Captains John D. Elliott 
and Marsh Miller; J. L. Wardlow; A. B. Holen- 
berg and wife. 

Among to-day’s dead are the Hon. Joun A. 
Roush and John C. Forbes. 

Doctors differ as to the nature and treat ment 
of the disease. While the majority cling to the 
old Creole sweating method, others treat it as 
malignant malarial fever, with quinine and cal- 
omel, with fair success. 

Death occurs inside of three days, except in 
cases of relapse. Hard drinkers are being sin- 
gularly fated. 

The city is 

ALMOST DESERTED 
of white people, and every possible effort at 
depopulation is being made. At the camp of 
the Government tents, the poor are being sup- 
ported cratuitousl y. 

So far, cases among the negroes have been 
few, and efforts to get them into similar camps 
have been almost fruitless. 

Help is pouring in from cities all over the 
Union, and the meaus for the most stubborn 
fight has been put in the hauds of our Boards 
and benevolent socicties. Business is dead, 
and thousands of refugees under canvas or ip 
buts about the city must be fed till frost. 

INCKEASB IN DEATHs. 
To the Wes Associated P*: 

Mewrnis, Tenn., Aug. 23.— Bronze John” 
holds his own with distressing tenacity. There 
is a slight decrease in the number of cases, but 
an incrcase in the deaths over yesterday. Yes- 
terday, up to noon, the number of new cases re- 
ported was twenty-three, and forthe twenty- 
four hours, thirty-seven. Deaths to-day, to 
noon, were ten, and for the twenty-four hours, 
thirteen. Among the dead reported to-day are 
ex-Representative John Roush, John C. Forbes, 
freight agent, and Isaac Isaacs. and among the 
new cases, Mr. and Mrs. A. B. Holenberg. 

At the mecting of the Board of Heaith this 
morning, they declared the fever an epidemic, 
and ordered all who could do so to leave the 
city. The Memphis & Charleston Railroad bas 
offered transportation to the refugees. 

; LITTLE CHANGE. 

Mzmpuis. Tenn., Aug. 23.—There is little 
change to report to-night. The fever adds to 
its victims almost bourly. The new cases oc- 
curing the past twenty-four hours being forty- 
five, and deaths ten. Among the latter are

THE MARINE HOSPITALS.

They will 
be sent to take the place of the moreexperienced 
surgeous stationed at the hospital, who, in 
turn, will be sent to the infected districts.

NOTES. 

Walter O. Brown, a voung man of this city, 
has volunteered as a nurse to the yellow-fever 
sullerers, and on recommendation of Dr. Rauch. 
of the State Board of Health, will report to the 
Howard Association of Memphis for duty. 
Mr. Brown was bern in Bangor, Me., and, during 
a residence in Galveston, Tex., became accli- 
mated by having the disease. Mr. Brown is re- 

arded as trustworthy, and the Illinois Central 
lroad Company furnished him free trans- 
portation. 

The Board of Health was in receipt of a com- 
munication yesterday from a Philadelphia 
physician by the name of Fowler giving some 
advance hints for use if necessary in regard to 
the treatment of yellow-fever patients, and to 
destroying the contagious effects of the disease. 
His recommendation was, in brief, to preserve 
a temperature as low as 25 deg. F. in sick wards, 
and to thus render the air inpoxious.

CAIRO, 
HOW A ST. LOUIS MAN WAS TREATED THERE. 

Du vom, III., Aug. 21.— To the Editor of the 
St. Lowis Globe-Democrat: The very inhuman 
and unjust manner in which I have been treated 
by the enforcement of the quarantine recula- 
tions of the Board of Health of the City of 
Cairo demands some notice at my hands 
through the columns of your paper. Last Mon- 
day morning, Aug. 19, I purchased a ticket at 
the office of the C. & N. O. & St. Louis Rail- 
road Company, at Fulton. Ky., for Fort Jeffer- 
son, Ky., it being the nearest point to Cairothat 
the Company would issue tickets. I employed 
a team to convey me from that point to Fil- 
more. I was permitted to cross the river upon 
the ferryooat Three States. When we were 
within a short distance of the shore the 
whistle of the boat was blown as a signal for 
the quarantine officers. After some delay a 
City Marshal put in an appearance, ordered the 
boat to land, but refused to allow me to 
come ashore. I sent for the Mayor, who 
responded, but met with no better success. The 
boat was ordered from the landing, and I was 
put off in the woods, three miles from Cairo, on 
the Kentucky side. [assured the Mayor and 
Marshal, by books and papers in my possession, 
that I had not been’within 200 miles of any lo- 
cality infected with the “ yellow fever.“ ‘There 
is uo quarantine established at or near Cairo. 
There was not a member of the Board of Health 
present at the landing of the ferry or after- 
wards, except the Mayor and Marshal, neither 
of whom has the competency or intelligence to 
discriminate between right and wrong. Alter 
being put to considerable expense and trouble, 
I was allowed to enter the City of Cairo yester- 
day morning at 12 o’clock, and compeliea to 
leave it at 1 o’clock. The above statement is a 
correct one of the cowardly and uncivilized 
manner ip which I was treated in my effort to 
get into Cairo. As an evidence of the idiotic

TREATMENT OF YELLOW FEVER. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

CuicaGo, Aug. 23.—Yellow fever is a disease 

of the coat of the stomach,—an inflammation of 
that part of the body. When mortification sets 
in the patient isin horrible pain, an ejection of 
the mortified lining takes place, called black 
vomit,.“ and the end is death. 
I was born and raised fifty miles from Galves- 
ton and Houston, and grew up famjliar with the 
fever and with its treatment,—had it in Houston 
during the War, and claim to know a great deal 
about it, being not a mere looker-on, but first a 
sufferer, then a helper,—and all the while a 
thinker. Our family physician was the most 
successful in yellow fever in all that part of the 
country, but his sudden death prevented the 
world getting the benefit of his Knowledge with 
the fever. 

When 1 was taken, it was at night; and for 
six nights and five daysI never siept. It was 
then that my physician, deeming me a hopeless 
case, gathered courage to risk an opiate, and 
administered the eighth of a grain of opium. 
That night my terrible nervousness began to 
abate. Nervousness is the great suffering in this 
disease. I yet did not sleep. and, fearful of 
using more opium, Dr. Robinson guve me a 
sedative draught composed of one part of 
tincture of hioscyamus to two parts of va- 
lerian, mixed with a little water. As soon as 
the medicine had had time to affect me I fell 
into a sweet sleep, and when | awoke the fever 
was broken, and I from that moment began to 
recover. Immediately ale in weak potations 
was given, and soon a light diet of beef-tea and 
tea and toast was added. 

Physicians are afraid to made experiments. 
There is an almost superstitious horror of mak- 
ing innovations in the old-fashioned treatment, 
which consists of a hot mustard foot-bath, a 
large dose of castor-oil, the immersion of the 
unhappy patient betwixt: heavy blankets, and 
the denial of water and fresh air. 

The Southerners are not given to scientific 
investigation, though appreciative. There is 
no reason for this or any disease possessing the 
unconquerable horrors of the yellow fever. ‘It 
oniv demands a little fearless investigation. 

Phlegmatie people do not take it,-—fear of it 
causes it,—thus demonstrating the fact that to 
control the nerves is to control the disease. 
Give opiates without fear. Keep your nerves 
quiet, and the functions of the body in healthy 
action, by some simple laxative, such as Tar- 

raut's Seltzer Aperient, or other, and you will 
not take the disease. Impure air will have its 
effect, so use carbolic acid as a disinfectant 
about vou, and bear constantly a lump of 
camphor upon your verson. Give the sufferers, 
if ner vous or sleepicss, or in pain, small doses 
of opium, either in plils, or in the tincture: 
or give valerian and hioscvamus in small doses, 
one-third of a teaspoonful of bioscvamus 
to two-thirds of valerian in a little 
water. Get plenty of for your 
patients, at any ail costs, 
and ther will recover. Do not give any more 
opium than is necessary to quiet pain, induce 
sleep, and subdue nervousness, but do not be 
afraid of using enough for this. Use paregoric 
for children. A man can stand fifteen drops of 
laudanum. A woman takes from ten to twelve 
drops or more, as the need suggests. Let the 
well ones take daily one grain of quinine ina 
tablespoonful of good port-wine, if procurable, 
or in good native wine, in which I know the 
South is supplied. Don’t drink whisky or 
liquors to steady the nerves, lor that brings on 
inflammation of the lining membrane of the 
stomach, and so hasteus the disease. Keep the 
air as pure as possible around the patient by 
good ventilation, and do not cover them with 
heavy blankets; ore light blanket enough., 
and a sheet over it. Change the sheets and 
bed-owns as oceasion requires with well-aired 
and warmed changes. Give a little water, or, 
better. plenty of pounded ice, But above all. 
keep the aerves, quict with opiates and seda- 
tives, after having freely evacuated the boweis, 
aud see that your patient sleeps.

WISCONSIN. 
THE GREENBACK SRAXTIM ENT. 
Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 

Mi_wavukKse, Aug. 23.—A recent trip to the 
interiorof the State, and free conversatiops with 
intelligent and candid politicians of both par- 
ties, enable your correspondent to speak 
definitely of the condition of parties in this 
State. A change may take place before the 
election, but it may be surmised that if any 
change occurs it will be in the same direction 
that recent changes have led, and that the state 
of affairs will be simply more so. 

IN THE FIRST PLACE, 
it is apparent that moderate Greenback views 
pervade to a great extent the people of all par- 
ties. By ‘Greenback views“ nothing is meant 
like the National Labor platform. But there is a 
strong general public sentiment in favor of an 
exclusively Government currency and the aboli- 
tion of the National Banks, includipg the 
liberal coinage of silver as a legal-tender. 
There is still a scarcity of change m 
the interior towns, and an anxiety to 
get silver instead tf paper. There are at 
least no fears of a plethora of silver, as is said 
to exist in some ot the cities. There is a general 
feeling that if there were more greenbacks 
printed the people would get more of them, or 
that they might be more easily obtained than 
are the National-Bank notes. There is a loug- 
ing for a 
RETURN OF THE FLUSH TIMES 

of the War; but it is not a very intelligent de- 
sire. It I should say that ever) bod would like 
to get War prices for his labor or what he has to 
sell, and to pay panic prices for what he has to 
buy, it would be an exact statement of every- 
body’s feelings as to the finances. Even frank 
men will not admit it to themselves; but that 
is it exactly. That is atthe bottom of the 
Greenback sentiment, as it is called, in the minds 
of nine-tenths of those who bold toit. As this 
Greenback sentiment is expressed by moderate 
men, it is to abolish the banks and to 
increase the amouut of Government 
currency to the total amount ot 
the present mixed currency, and they are all 
in favor, or do not express epposition, of issuing 
iegal-tenders to the full limit. Intelligent men 
understand that the Government can only issue 
the War amount of legal-tenders, say 8400, 
000,000, and that the balance of a Government 
currency must be simply Treasury-notes not a 
legal-tender. This class of Greenback men are 
in ali the parties, as uumerous in the Republic- 
au party as in either of the others. But the 
men who talk of an irredeemable or flat“ cur- 
rency are a different class, to be alluded to 
separately. 

IN THE SECOND PLACE, 
Republicans with these moderate Greenback 
opinions are not separating from the Kepub- 
lican party. They may shake their heads when 
the hard-money' leaders are talked about; 
they may hesitate to vote for National- 
Bank men. But substantially their allegiance 
to the Republican party is unshaken. Ihe old 
organization and discipline of the Republican 
party of Wisconsin are unbroken. There may 
de two or three counties in the State where the 
separate Greenback vote will make inroads, but 
such inroads will not be great or numerous. 
Those who say that the separate Greenback 
movement, aud the rupture of the Democrati¢ 
and Greenback coalition, will cause a large Re- 
publican vote to be polled for the Greenback 
candidates which a Democratic alliance would 
have repelled, are mistaken as to the fact. The 
rupture cf the coalition may give some 

REPUBLICAN ** COMB-OUTERS ”’ 
the pretext which they wanted to vote a 
Greenback ticket. But the Republican-CGreen- 
backer, within his party, is more likely to say, 
and does say to himseli, that a vote tor a dis- 
tinct Greenback faction would be a vote thrown 
away, and he will keep it and cast it where it 
will count. In addition, the certainty of an im- 
mense Republican victory, which is felt in the 
air and admitted as the result of the growing 
Greenback and Democratic rupture, tends to 
remind Republicans that the eve of acertaihiy 
anticipated victory is not the time to disband 
the forces. These views, impressions, and in- 
tuitions are so constantly met among Republic- 
aus that the conclusfon above expressed is un- 
avoidabie, that the Repyblican party remains 
substantially intact, and that Repub- 
leans who hold Greenback views regard 
them as minor issues, or as in abeyance, 
or they hold that general public opinion will 
force the Republican party to support Green- 
back legislation. 
IN THE NEXT PLACE, 

it is asked, Why are Greenback leaders like E. 
P. Allis, Maj. H. A. Tennev, ex-Speaker Bar- 
rows, and others, so mistaken in their declara- 
tions to the genera) effect that they will poll this 
vear more Republican than Democratic votes‘ 
To account tor the delusion of a flat-money man 
is not possible. But it is easy to see that these 
new men in politics (except Maj. Tenney) mis- 
take their anxieties for impressions, and im- 
pressions for facts. They get much loose en- 
couragement; they sce a heavy driit of Green- 
back opmion; they think it will result in votes, 
but it will not. They will have a larger 
vote than last year,—a considerably 
larger vote. A portion of the increase. 
perbaps a considerable portion, will come from 
Republican sources. But these Republican 
losses will not be equal to the increased vote 
always called out at a national election. The 
supposition of the“ Nationals“ that they will 
take from the straight Republican candidates a 
considerable section of the mass of the Kepub- 
lican vote is a delusion apd a pbantasmagora 
like that which led them believe last year 
that F. , P. Allis would be elected Governor over 
both William E. Smith and Judge Mallory. 

ON THE OTHER HAND, 
the sparate Greenbackers are making greater 
and greater inroads into the Democratic 
strength. Last year, of the 26,000 Greenback 
votes cast. at least 15,000 were those of Irish 
Democrats. The large Greenback vote was in 
the towns settled at an early day by Irish 
lmmigrants,which always belore gave Democrat- 
ic majorities, and which bo previous influence 
could reach or divert trom the straight Demo- 
cratic policy. This year the Irish Democratic 
vote will be given almost solidly to the Green- 
backers, The Trish vote has always heretofore 
constituted the backbone of the Democratic 
party, has been stubboruly cotiservative m its 
Democracy, refused tS support Greelev, and 
lodked coldts on Reform and thé Grange as dis 
guises for Democracy. But they bavetbronged 
to the Greeuback standard, and they will belp 
it to double its vote the présent-year. 

This is also one of the problems: The Greén- 
back party in Wisconsin ts a wing of the Nation- 
al Labor party, With its Commiuntstie arta radical 
tend zucies, on which the Catholic Church has 
frowned and set its heavy foot. But the body 
of the Irish voters are the main wing of th 
party in this State. '

They may be relied upon to do exactly the un- 
wise thing, whatever it may be.

An estimate of the total vote of the State at 

the coming election will have some interest. 
This is not altogether the best corclusion of 
your correspondent’s judgment, but it is a sort 
of average of a diversity of conflicting views, 
and is based on a supposition that the total vote 
will ve 200,000. On such a vote, as straight as 
thet between the two paries in 1876, there 
would pot be 5,000 difference, and the majority 
might be on one side or the other. We will say 
that it would be inp. substance evenly divided 
between the two parties, leaving them 100,000 
votes each. Of that number, at the coming 
election, the Republicans will lose 12,000 to the 
Greenbackers, and the Democrats will lose 
three where the Republicans will lose one, or 
36,000 in all.

NEW YORK. 
POLITICAL SCRAPS PICKED UP ATA CLAM-BAEE. 
From Our Own Correspondent. 

New York, Aug. 21.—There is a deal of talk- 
ing done at a clam-bake. The politicians im- 
prove the occasion to confer together about the 
prospects and probabilities. In all these con- 
ferences Tilden and his plans vie with Grant 
and his plans as a favorite topic. The letter to 
a Washington paper, in which Tilden was repre- 
sented as having not only laid his plans, 
but already made sure of his election 
to the Senate in place of Conkling, 
has called forth much comment. That 
Tilden has never abandoned his purpose 
to be the next Presidential candidate of the 
Democratic party,—as I wrote you some months 
ago,—is heid by politicians of every shade of 
opinion on other questions. Tammany is 80 
far convinced of it as to be quietly doing every- 
thing in its power to thwart Tilden’s plans and 
counteract his influence. But to say that he is 
sure both of securing a Democratic Legislature 
and nomination: and election by it to the United 
States Senate, is counting the chickens early. 
To be sure the old ben has been setting ever 
since the Electoral Commission concluded its 
work, bat the eggs are hard to hatch, and many 
mischievous boys are continually poking at the 
nest. 

THE RUMORS OF AN AGREEMENT 
between Conkling, Tammany, and the Na- 
tionals continue to hold their place. Among 
many well-informed politicians there appears to 
be an understanding that this combination will 
certainly bg effected if Tilden really intends to 
run for the Senatorship. it is a reasonable 
supposition. Mr. Conkling is as sect in his 
design to succeed himself as Tilden isin his 
design on the Presidency. ‘They are both able, 
shrewd, keen men, versed as deeply as any two 
men in America in political ways and means. It 
would be a brilliant contest if these two men of 
large brains and experience should be pitted 
against each other for the championship of the 
Empire State. In some respects these icaders 
are in curiously similar situations. Both are 
out, toa large de with their own parties, 
without beingin with any other party. The 
bitterest political foes of both are of their own 
household. Each would count on gaining 
strength from the party of the other, and the 
result would much depend, no doubt, on the 
success of this cutting in“ movement. 

CONKLING’S CHANCES. 

Witb Tammany at his back, with his yet strong 
hold on the Kepublican party of the State as a 
whole, with assistance from at least ove or two 
of the various National factions, Conkling 
would make astrong showing. He is by no 
means a weak man yet in his own party, de- 
spite what he has not done, and all that 
has been said about him. The metropolitan 
press is avainst him, but the press of his party 
in the interior is quite as largely the other way. 
His silence under accusation and vituperation 
has been golden for him. In this matter of si- 
lence, again, he is compared with the dark horse 
of Gramercy Park. But Tilden has had no 
Mines or Townsend to betray him. He talks 
only before those on whom he can rely. He 
has larger patience, and in that is the shrewder 
man. 

KELLY’S WILLINGNESS. 

If by joining with Conkliog be can the more 
certainly defeat Tilden, there is no question of 
Kelly’s readiness to make an alliance. The un- 
derstanding which, it is said, has been reached 
by the representatives of Conkling and Tam- 
many is, that Kelly is to see that ten or a dozen 
Conkiing Republicans go to the Legislature 
from this city; while the Conkling supporters 
are to kelp maintain Kelly in his supremacy. 
The Conkling Republicans are certainly very 
bitter over the Custom-House changes, and 
would do almost anytning to de re- 
venged on the Administration. 
Administration Republicans lean towards 
anti-Tammany, the Conkling faction naturaily 
drifts to Tammany.

RANDALL AS 4 REVOLUTIONARY 
LEADER. 
Washington National Republican, 

Mr. John W. Pierce bas a grievance. He is a 
Democratic politician trom Philadelphia, and an 
admiring friend of Speaker Randall. The latter 
has been assailed by the Democratic organ in 
this city, and charged with the responsibility of 
having permitted the Presidential count in 1576 
to go on to its compietion, which resulted in 
the legitimate declaration that President Hayes 
had been duly elected. Ordinarily such a 
charge as this, that an officer of the Govern- 
ment had permitted the realization of legitimate 
results, would not be accepted as a serious re- 
flection against his honor.

s0 (existing as there does such a variety of opin- 
ions upon the subject) it is possible that some may 
de caused to suffer unjustiy. yet uu is hoped that 
in the summing up of tue entire evidence a true 
verdict may be found. 

In your zealous efforts to assist in this matter I 
find you are likely to do great injustice to Mr. Ran- 
dall by charging mim in your issue of the 16th in- 
stant with cowardice during the late Presidential 
struggle before Congress, and blaming him for the 
result. Had all of the members of the House been 
possessed of half of the determination to fight for 
the justness of the cause as he was, tne daly- 


elected and justiy-entitled candidate would have 


been duly inaugurated President of the United 
States, despite of Grant and his co-conspirators. 
Bad management and worse faith among a portion 
of the Democratic members of the Forty-fourth 
Congress was, in my judgment, the cause of tne 
failure.

Randall threw ail of his power into the honest et- 
fort to defeat it, and would have succeeded but for 
what? Ask the Hon. Benjamin H. Hill and those 
he said he influenced. 

It would have been folly after that for Mr. Ran- 
dall to have attempted to delay the count, having 
with him in the foriorn hope, should be have been 
so reckless, but about eighly-six supporters, Let 
justice be done to ail!

Edison at the St. Louis Convention—He Is 
the Recipient of a Grand Ovation— Papers 
Read. . 

Sr. Lovis. Mo., Aug. 23.—The session of the 
Association for the Advancement of Scienve to- 
day was an interesting one, and drew the largest 
audience yet present. The Committee to 
memorialize Congress in relation to meteoro- 
logical researches was reported upon by 
Prof. Bolten, who proposed that the Commit- 
tee be continued; hat Mr. Osborn, of 
Wasbingtov, be added to the Committee, and 
Prof. Loomis be requested to take the chair. 

A number of new members were elected, 
when Prof. Barker rose and said the time had 
come when scientists were no longer the only 
discoverers, but that the practical mau had 
found science too slow, and had 
stepped in and discovered for him- 
self. It gave him great pleasure to 
introduce to the Association one of tne new 
members whose name was beraided throughout 
the country, and whose researches were kuown 
througbout the world. Prot. Barker then pre- 
sented Thomas A. Edison, who was received 
with great applause, which continued some 
time. 

In response President Marsh stated it cer- 
tainly gave the Association pleasure to welcome 
the gentieman who had done so much to help 
science by his wonderful ioventions. and that 
they reflected glory upon the reproductive 
genius of American. It would be probably the 
most gratifying intelligence to the gentleman 
bimself, as weil as to the audience, to hear that 
the Association had been informed this morn- 
ing, by telegram from the Exposition at Paris, 
that the grand prize at the Exuibition had been 
awarded to Mr. Edison for the most wonderful 
inventions of the age. 

A motion was made and carried that a com- 
mittee of three be appointed by the Chair to ar- 
range for the eulogy of Prof. Henry, former 
President of this Society. Prois. Newcomb and 
Baird, of Washington, and Prot.

THE TULLIS MURDER. 
Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 

San Francisco, Cal., Aug. 17.—On the Ist of 
August an old wan, a wealthy farmer, living on 
Grand “Island, in the Sacramento River, was 
murdered on his ranche in the dusk of the 
evening by parties who at firet seemed to have 
left no clew. The victim was a wealthy man, 
but any one who could have been benefited by 
his death was freed by indisputable evidence 
from any accusation of complicity in the deed. 

The detectives finally, after some search, dis- 
covered in the tulles the footprints of two 
men and the remains of a small redwood skiff, 
which appeared to have been purposely de- 
stroyed, as the lumber was yet new. 

Upon one of the boards a few figures were 
scrawied, and with this clew the detective 
traced the crime. 

lie went around to all the lumber dealers in 
Sacramento, and after long search found one 
who recoguized the figures as his own. He had 
sold some lumber some three weeks before, of 
which this especial piece was a sample, and on 
that account had not been planed with the 
rest. 

The lumber, he said. he had sold to his 
neighbor, Troy Dye. Troy Dye was the Public 
Administrator of Sacramento County. He had 
had a skiff, constructed in bis house by himself 
and two friends, unknown to his neighbors, and 
had launched it secretly in thé dead of night 
on the Sacramento River. 

He had been missing from his home on the 
nicht of the murder, and his whereabouts un- 
known until 2 o’clock in the morning, when he 
had driven up to a saloon with two companions, 
dusty and travel-stained, and partaken of an 
oyster supper. 

The links in the chain of circumetantial evi- 
dence were unbroken, but he was a man who 


stood so wellin the community that many be- 
lieved him to be the innocent victim of one of 
those fatal combinations of circumstances which 
sometimes send the wrong man to the gallows. 

Alter a day or two he and one of his accom- 


plices confessed to the crime, and detailed all 


its incidents. 

Ine depth of their iniquity is so revolting as 
to almost make the Bender murders pale by 
com parison. 

Dye had compiled a list of the wealthy men 
who, dying, would leave no heirs, aud intended 
to murder them, one after the other, and ad- 
minister upon their estates. 

Tullis was selected asthe first victim, and it 
transpires that his life had been attempted three 
several times before the assassins succeeded in 
killing bim. 

One attempt was made to poison him with a 
bottle of poisoned cocktails. The poisoned 
cocktail was intended to be one of their most 
useful agents in disposing of their victims. 
Tullis escaped a second time, but the last time 
they just hit him with a sand-bag, making him 
senseless, aud then shot him. 

Anderson, one of the meu employed by Dye, 
was a butcher, and had already killed several 
men. Ile is utterly depraved and conscience- 
less, and boldly announced shortly before the 
murder that he would put any man out of the 
way for 8100.“ This speech induced Dye to 
engage his services, for which he was to pay 
him $3,000. 

The other accomplice is only known to the 
police as Dick. He has not yet been found. 
‘The crime, horrible to relate, was first suggested 
by social converse at the dinner-table. Dye 
was complaining of the very small emoluments 
irom iis office, when some one lauchingly re- 
marked that if a few of the old fellows who had 
so much money and no heirs would condescend 
to step out, Dye’s oflice would be a good thing. 

The idea seized his tancy, and, after much 
brooding, became the conception of a crime. 

Had he lived in a larger city there would pert 
haps have been a long series of those mysteri- 
ous murders which seem to defy detection and 
avitate a community with the deep dread of an 
underiving danger which they may not meet 
and fight. 

Fortuvately he had but one victim. Yet, al- 
ready, rich people situated as Tullis was fecl 
dreadfully insecure, and the oilice of Public 
Administrator has unconsciously sunk séveral 
degrees in people's estimatiou. As for the Pub- 
lic Administrator, he is positively a terror!

SEXTUS TARQUINIUS LYNCHED.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Aug. 23.—A Shelbyville 
special to the American savs Dennis Bellor was 
lynched near that town last night, hanging from 
the same limb from which two negro ravishers 
were swung in September, 1571. Bellor 
had been living in the Thompson Creek 
neighborhood a year, and latterly with 
Patrick Williams, a farmer. William 
Martin, Williams’ son-in-law, lived near the 
latter. Night before last Williams and Martin 
were absent on a deer-hunt. leaving their wives 
alone. After night Bellor went to the bouse of 
Martin with a pistol. He told Mrs. Martin 
he had come to protect her from some 
rowdies and women of ill-fame who were 
prowling in that vicinity. Mrs. Martin says 
she was afraid of Bellor, but, as he insistea on 
staying about the premises as a guard, and as 
she had no chance to escape to her father’s, she 
retired to bed with her young baby. In the lat- 
ter part of the night Bellor forced an entrance 
to her room and began to carry out bis pur- 
pose of outragimg ber person. She pleaded 
with and resisted him ior a long time, until 
she was 80 exhausted she could scarcely 
lift her hand, when the inhuman fiend ac- 
complished his purpose, almost crushing the life 
from her mlant. which she had been frantically 
holding to her breast in hope of deterring tne 
brutish beast from his purpose. which he only 
finally accomplished half an hour before day- 
light, and then threatened to kill her if she told 
any one of the outrage. Returning to Willianis’ 
bouse, bellor mounted one of his best horses 
and went off to a neignbor’s, two miles distant, 
ard was helping in sawing board timber when be 
was arrestea at 9 a. m. Mrs. Martin, though 
nearly dead from the borrurs of the 
bight, gave the alarm at an early 
hour, and a crowd of indignant and 
excited citizens were quickly on Bellor’s track. 
and soon arrested him. He was taken belore a 
Magistrate, and, besides Mrs. Martin’s own 
statement, the proof was overwhelmiu against 
him. By this ume the excitement was imtenuse, 
and it Was witn difficulty cooi-neaded citizens 
saved Beljor from lynching op the spot. lu the 
meantime Martin had returned, and was crazed 
with the thought of the outrage upon his wile, 
anc Was Oniy prevented by force from killing 
Bellor. At6 p. m. Constable arnold and five 
well-armead men started with  Bellor 
to the  Shéibyville Jau, twelve miles 
distant. By the advice of citizens 
he avoided the more public thoroughfares. 
After going through the woods he succeeded in 
getting just inside tbe corporate limits, near 
the railroad depot, when a large crowd of men, 
some of whom were disguised, suddenly rushed

CUTTING OUT OF JAIL. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Gnaxp Rapips, Mich., Aug. 23.—The Kent 
County Jail, which was burned last spring, has 
becn in the hands of repairers ever since, until 
the 10th, when it was completed and turned 
over to the authorities. It was supposed to be 
fire-proof, and burglar-proof against burglars 
on the inside. To-nigbt, however, four of the 
prisoners in the second story demonstrated the 
failacy of this theory by cutting out and escap- 
ing. They were Al Sharp, awaiting trial for 
horse-stcaling ; donn McGraw, awaiting trial for 
grand larceny; Anthony Bonn, sentenced to 
eighty-five days for larceny; and Michael Furry, 
awaiting trial for compound larceny. Three other 
prisoners, two of them implicated in the murder 
of Eugene Naylor, and one accused of larceny, 
in the same section, refused to try to escape. 
The fugitives cut a hole in achilled cross-grat- 
ing composed of bars one and a half inches 
wide and a half an inch thick, and 
placed not more than two inches apart horizon- 
tally and perpendicularly. They made a hole 
in this about nine by fourteen inches in size, 
and then passed tothe outside wall of brick 
twelve inches thick cased with boiler-plate iron. 
This they made a hole through in a burry, and 
then made a rope of sheets, letting themselves 
down on the outside, a distance of fully twenty- 
two feet.

THE EAST. 
AUSTRIA’S ARMY. 

Vignwna, Aug. 23.—An Imperial order names 
Gen. Philippovich Commander-in-Chief of the 
Twelfth Corps, the Grand Duke of Wurtemberg 
commander of the Thirteenth Corps, Gen. Ram- 
berg commander of the Fifth Corps; Gen Sza- 
pary commander of the Third Corps, ata Gen. 
Bienert commander of the Fourth Corps. These 
corps, numbering 180,000 men, form the second 
army. This develooment of military force 
seems principally directed against Servia and 
Montenegro, where participation in the insur- 
rection is manifest. 

THE KHEDIVE’S FINANCES. 

ALEXANDRIA, Egypt, Aug. 23.—A project is 
under consideration which, it is believed, the 
Khedive will accept to-morrow, whereby Nubar 
Pasha will become President of the Council, 
and Rivers Wilson, Minister of Finance. The 
Khedive and bis family will restore all the lands 
to the State, and a comprehensive scheme for 
the reform of the administration, including 
large retrenchments in the civil service list, will 
be decreed.

Our dispatches this morning from the va- 

rious localities in which the yellow-fever 
rages tell a gloomy story of suffering and 
death upon an appalling scale. At New Or- 
leans the disease has ceased to confine itself 
to particular localities, and is spreading over 
the city in all directions. Memphis is 
forced to acknowledge that the fever 
has become epidemic, and a wholesale 
desertion by all who are physically and 
financially able to leave will soon take place. 
The situation is no less pitiable at Vicks- 
burg, where over 600 cases are reported, and 
the difficulty of securing proper medical at- 
* tendance and nursing adds to the mournful 
aspect of thesituation. There seems to be 
no longer any hope that the spread of the 
plague can be stayed until the advent of 
cool weather shall drive away the horrid 
visi aut. 


The London Times contains a tabulated 
statement of the results of. the German elec- 
tions held July 30. It appears that there 
were 333 completed elections, at which Dep- 
uties were definitely elected, and sixty-four 
cases in which there was no choice, necessi- 
tating supplementary elections, the German 
law providing that when a candidate doe 
not receive an absolute majority of all the 
votes polled a supplementary election must 
be held, in which the voting is confined to 
the two candidates who at the first election 
received the highest number of votes. In 
the following summary, showing the distri- 
bution of Deputies, he Conservatives, who 
will support Brsmanck, include Conserva 
tives proper and Imperialists, and the Cen- 
tre includes the Ultramontanes :

and redeemed by surplus 
amounted to $500,000,000. Most of the 5-20s 
that have been called in have been paid for 
by the sale of 5, 4}, and 4 per cent 
bonds. Perhaps Saus idea is, that 
the Government should have manufactured 
greenbacks to the amount of the 5-20 bonds, 
and forced the holders of the bonds to sur- 
render them and take the greer.backs, and 
that sach enormous volume of notes would 

$500,000,000, and the Govern- 
ment would thereby make that amount by 
breaking down the value of its own notes. 
Was that sweet Sawvet’s idea? If so, there 
stood in the way two obstructions, the first 
being that the Government could not con- 
stitutionally make such an issue of forced 
paper, and the second, that it could not 
compel the public creditors to accept such 
specially manufactured notes and surrender 
their bonds. We suspect that Sam Cary 
knows all this; but, as he is out playing the 
lying demagogue at $50 a speech, he ignores 
truth, law, and facts. 


It has frequently happened that Bur.er’s 
attempt to injure the President through the 
Porrer inventigation have had a precisely 
contrary effect from that intended. Such 
was the case yesterday in the continued 
examination of Maj. Burxz, by whom Bur- 
LER sought to show that, with the exception 
of his Ohio friends, the course of the Presi- 
dent toward Louisiana was not approved by 
the leading men of the Republican party, to 
whom the collapse of the Packarp Govern- 
ment was an unexpected outcome. So far 
from proving this, Burzzr’s bullying of 
Burke elicited the fact that the in- 
evitable result as to PackaRD was 
fully understood by all parties, and that 
the policy of withdrawing the troops and 
leaving Packarp to fight his own battles was 
well known and generally indorsed by the 
Republicans in both Houses of Congress. 
Senator Morton was expected to make a 
speech in support of this policy, and un- 
doubtedly would have done so had his life 
been spared, as the authorized publication of 
his views by the Indianapolis Journal abun- 
dantly proved. Born had no intention of 
eliciting this line of testimony from Maj. 
Bynxx, but the latter became unmanageable 
when Bort tried the browbeating plan, 
and contributed some history of interest and 
value. 


NO SEVEN-THIRTIES WERE EVER LEGAL- 
TENDERS. 

For the purpose of making out that there 
has been an enormous contraction of the 
currency, the Nationals ” include the issue 
of 7-30 bonds in their statements of currency 
outstanding for the year 1864 and subse- 
quent years till funded into 5-20 bonds. A 
Chicago newspaper, professing to be Repub- 
lican in politics but published largely in the 
interest of the Nationals,” endeavors to sus- 
tain this practice, and alleges that there were 
8500, 000,000 of these interest-bearing notes 
or bondsin circulation as money! The year 
1864 isnot so long past but that the memory 
of business men may bear testimony as to the 
general fact of circulation. If there were 
$500,000,000 of 7-30 bonds in circulation as 
money” at that time, the fact could not now be 
a matter of controversy ; in that case, these 
interest-bearing notes would have been as 
common then as greenbacks or National 
Bank notes are now. Can any reputable 
business man, or any number of men, in 
active business in 1864 to 1868, assert that 
7-30 bonds were passing currently from hand 
to hand as money at that time or any later 
period, or that they were in any sense in 
general circulation as money ? 

But the fact is, the 7-30 Treasury notes 

were in no sense and at no time lawful 
money; for they were never legal-tender, 
nor demand notes redeemable in legal-tender, 
and beating no interest like the National- 
Bank notes,—all assertions to the contrary 
notwithstanding. The concern in question 
asserts that $234,000,000 of these notes were 
gal- tender. We charge that this is 
false, and challenge the production of any 
evidence to show it to be true. It is im- 
possible, under the laws authorizing the 
issue of these 7-30 notes or bonds that any 
such amount of notes should have been 
made legal-tender. There were just three 
acts relating to this issue, and a brief ab- 
stract of these acts will show that $230,000,- 
000 of legal-tender could not have been law- 
fully issued. 
The act of June 30, 1864, authorized an 
issue of Treasury notes bearing sevon and 
three-tenths per cent interest, not exceeding 
two hundred millions of dollars. There was a 
certain condition under which these notes 
might have been made a legal-tender, for the 
law provided that such of them as shall be 
made payable, principal and interest, at ma- 
turity, shall be a legal-tender to the same ex- 
tent as United States notes for their face 
value, excluding interest.” Under this act 
it would have been necessary to make the 
entire issue payable, principal and interest, 
at maturity” in order to have $200.000,000 
of legal-tender. 

An act was passed Jan. 28, 1865, amending 
the act of June 30, 1864, which provided 
that, in lieu of the Jonds authorized by the 
act of 1864, the Secretary of the Treasury 
may issue, under authority of said act, 

Treasury notes of the description and char- 
acter authorized by the second section of 
said act, —that is, 7-30 notes. But 
this amendatory act of Jan. 28, 1865, 
further provided (Sec. 2) That this act 
shall not be so construed as to give any au- 
thority for the issue of legal-tender notes, in 
any form, beyond the balance unissued of 
the amount authorized by the second section 
of the act to which this is an amendment.” 
So the legal-tender 7-30 notes could not have 
been increased beyond the $200,000,000 in 
any case. 

The third act (that of March 3, 1865,) 
authorized the issue of bonds and Treasury 
notes to the amount of $600,000,000 ; under 
this act, the notes could not be of smaller 
denomination than $50, and it was expressly 
provided that nothing herein contained 
shall be construed as authorizing the issue of 
legal-tendcr notes in any form.” 

It is perfectly clear, then, that there could 
have been no lawful issue of $230,000,000 of 
legal-tender 7-30 notes, as is asserted, for 
there was no act which, by any construction 
or under any condition whatever, authorized 
an issue of such legal-tender beyond the 
amount of $200,000,000. But we believe 
the fact to be that none of these notes were 
ever legal-tender. The only condition un- 
der which they could fiave acquired that 
function was when they were made payable, 
interest and principal, at maturity. We 
have not yet seen any evidence that 
any of the notes were issued in 
that way, but believe on the contrary that 
the Secretary of. the Treasury exercised 
the discretion.given him and made the inter- 
est ® semi-annually m every case. 
Me. Firminc, of Ann Arbor, who has 

closely investigated the subject, in a recent 
communication to Tux CHIO Taiscnzg, 
made the positive statement that all of the 


7-30 notes authorized by this act [the act of 


revenue has not 
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1864} were made payable three years from 
Aug. 15, 1864, with semi-annual coupons at- 
tached.” We have seen no contradiction of 
that statement, and if it were not true it 
would be easy to show the contrary. There- 
fore, instead of there being $230,000,000 of 
these 7-30 notes legal-tender, not one dollar 
1 possessed that function, and hence 
not one dollar was Government money. 

Nor can it besuccessfally argued that these 
notes, not being legal-tender, corresponded 
in character to the circulating notes of the 
National Banks. They bore two marks of 
distinction, either one of which would have 
prevented their general circulation as money, 
to wit: (1) They were not redeemable on 
demand in legal-tender, and (2) they bore 
interest at the rate of 7 3-10 per cent a year. 
The former condition would have prevented 
their circulation at par with legal-tender, 
even if they had borne no interest; and the 
latter gave them the character of bonds. Had 
the interest on the 7-30 notes been made 
payable at maturity, and had they thus ac- 
quired the legal-tender functiou provided by 
law, we can understand that they might 
have circulated as money for a considerable 
time,—perhaps as much as two years, hav- 
ing three years to run; but as the interest 
was collected every sir months, the 7-30 
Treasury notes had a higher value than 
greenbacks (within ten days after their is- 
sue and ever afterwards), and they would 
naturally disappear to await the accumula- 
tion and collection of the semi-annual inter- 
est. Not being legal-tender, they could 
not serve as bank reserves for the redemp- 
tion of bank currency; they could not be 
tendered in payment of debts, nor could 
they be converted on demand into 
legal-tender currency. Hence they had 
none of the attributes of money, but all 
the attributes of a bond. There may have 
been individual transactions in which these 
notes were passed and accepted by mutual 
consent, and there may have been spurts of 
circulation on the first issue of notes, but 
the assertion is preposterous that they were 
circulated generally or to the extent of 
$500,000,000, just as the other assertion is 
false that $230,000,000 of them were legal- 
tender. It might just as reasonably be con- 
tended that the $112,000,000 of 4 per cent 
bonds that have been recently sold for par 
have inflated the currency as to contend that 
the 7-30 Treasury notes, with interest pay - 
able semi-annually, enlarged the volume of 
money during the period when they were is- 
sued. The latter is as deliberate a misrepre- 
sentation as the former would be. 


MR. MATT H. CARPENTER. 
The gentleman whose name adorns the 


head of this article served one term as a 
member of the United States Senate from 
Wisconsin, but was defeated when a candi- 
date for re-election, and Anaus CAMERON 
(Rep.) elected in his place. After his defeat, 
in 1875, he immediately took up his resi- 
dence in Washington City, where he has 
since practiced law. Recently he visited his 
old home in Wisconsin, with an observant 
and longing eye out, as is alleged, after 
the seat now occupied by Senator T. O.

A very brief 
allusion to Mr. Carpenter's late visit 
West in the columns of Tan Tamorx, 
merely as a matter of current news, has in- 
cited that gentleman to turn aside from the 
pressing engagements of his arduous profes- 
sion long enough to address an open 
letter to the editor of this paper, which he 
takes the pains and the expense to telegraph 
to the Chicago Times. Just why Mr. Car- 
PENTER should seek the columns of the Times 
to make his personal communication public 
is not apparent, unless itis because, when he 
was in deep trouble some years agoof a 
personal nature, the Times was his most 
persistent accuser, and pursued him day after 
day with a vindictiveness. that knew 
neither decency nor limit. That he should 
turn to it now, is merely a matter of taste. 
Mr. Carpenter labors to justify himself 
for appearing before the Electoral Commis- 
sion in behalf of Tuo and the Democrats 
and putting forth all his powers to effect the 
defeat of Hayrs and the Republicans. He 
excuses his perfidious conduct on the 
ground that he was working for a living, and 
that WILIAM M. Evanrs, ten years before, 
defended President Jonxsox in the impeach- 
ment trial. As Tae Tumor had merely 
said that CarPENTen’s attempt to defeat the

SOCIALISM—~-POLITICALISM. 

To give a good definition of Socialism 
would puzzle a good many of those who 
write and talk about it. The word itself was 
made in 1838 by Pierre Leroux, who used 
it as the opposite of the selfish doctrine of 


individualism then in vogue. Leroux meant 


by Socialism the organization of labor, but 
the word has had as many different senses as 
liberalism,” or ‘ philosophy.” The cele- 
brated Raspart said in 1849 that Socialism 
was the incessant and disinterested study 
of everything that could ameliorate the 
moral and physical condition of human so- 
ciety.” As the word is of French origin, 
and the thing has been acted and described 
more in France than anywhere else, it 
should be found successfully defined in 
the leading French dictionaries. But the 
Dictionary of ghe French Academy has 
nothing less vague than that it is „the 
doctrine. of men who would change 
and reform the condition of society upon au 
entirely new plan,” and Lirrrne does not do 
much better for us in saying that Socialism 
is the system which, subordinating polit- 
ical reforms, offers a plan of social reforms.” 
Ganxtxx, in an article in the August number 
of the Journal des Economistes, settles down 
on two siguifications of the word as those 
most in use; that of the economists who 
class as Socialistic all systems that deny the 
principles of property and competition, and 
invest the State with extraordinary powers 
to subvert them; and that of the politicians 
who use it to designate any popular aspira- 
tion for change, good or bad. GaRnize is 
hostile to Socialism. Limousin a well-known 
French economist, gives in the same number 
of the Journal a much more favorable defi- 
nition. He says that Socialism has for its 
creed that the State has a duty to fulfill 
of special protection of the poor members 
of society, especially of those who work with 
their hands for day wages, and that the most 
important part of this duty is insuring them 
their fair shge in the general product of in- 
dustry. This writer disputes the statement 
Taters made in his will that Socialism had 
disappeared in France. That is so, if by 
Socialism is meant, he says, the doctrines of 


the violent schools that preceded 1848; it is 


not so, if it means that the belief has been 
given up by the people that it is the duty of 
the Government to better the condition of 
the poor. A great deal has lately been writ- 
ten and spoken in this country about Socialism 
—much more probably than it really deserves 
as an American topic. It can now be defi- 
nitely seen that, so far as it appears here, it 
is a political, not a social, question. It is a 
question of Government; the dispute is, 
whether the Government of the United 
States should confine itself to the simple 
duties of the protection of life, liberty, and 
property, as prescribed in the Constitution. 
or should wander into the wilderness of at- 
tempting to ameliorate the personal fortunes 
of its individual citizens by laws. As the 
question has been developed here, it is not 
one of Socialism, but Politicalism, and that 
is abhorrent to American good sense. 


DISPROPORTIONATE PRODUCTION. 

The Hewrrr Congressional Committee on 
the Labor Question, after having listened 
for weeks toa heterogeneous collection of 
Labor Reformers who have no idea of what 
they want, and of fanatics and idiots who 
have no useful ideas of any kind, have at 
last heard a witness who is competent to 
testify on this question, and who has some 
ideas and knows how to state them. 

Prof. Sumner, who teaches Political and 
Social Science to the young men in Yale 
College, appeared before the Committee on 
Thursday, and gave his opinion as to the 
causes which have tended to produce the 
present stagnation of business and congequent 
distress of the laboring classes. He directed 
attention to the fact that during the last 
few years the large increase in the 
means of transportation and commu- 
nication, the great improvements in 
machinery of all kinds, and the 
operation of the tariff, which has con- 
gested people in some districts where they 
could not otherwise have been attracted,” 
had tended to expand the production each 
year far in excess of the demand. While 
Prof. Sumner enunciated this as an important 


general principle, he did not look upon it as | 


the primary cause of hard times so much as 
‘* disproportionate production” in certain lines 
of business, which has resulted in stagna- 
tion in those lines. The market having been 
glutted, the surplus men have had to be dis- 
charged, and, there being no other demand 
for labor, the price of wages has fallen off. 

Prof. Sumyer did not specify the lines of 
buginess in which there has been dispro- 
portionate production, but it does not require 
a long search to find them. They are chiefly 
comprised in railroad construction and the 
cognate branches of business, iron manufac- 
ture, and coal mining. 

From the close of the War, in 1865, to the 
panic of 1873, a period of eight years, nearly 
one-half the railroads in this country were 
constructed, comprising an entire length of 
36,000 miles, and representing in stock, 
bonds, and mortgages a sum equal to the 
national debt. The construction of such an 
immense work naturally stimulated the iron 
business and produced an inordinate demand 
for iron products with which to build and 
stock the roads. To keep the mills and 
shops in operation and to run the new roads 
created an immense demand for coal. Such 
an enormous and sudden development in 
these three great lines of business corre- 
spondingly influenced eity business, and 
every one commenced branching out not only 
in mercantile operations, but in building and 
real-estate investment. New railroads were 
extending out everywhere, and the market 
was filled with their evidenges of indebted- 
ness. The rolling-mills, furnaces, and 
machine-shops were running at full blast, 
The coal mines were crowded with laborers 
working night and day. Merchants launched 
out in heavy investments in goods. Every 
one speculated in real estate, and the forests 
of the North could hardly be cut down fast 
enough to supply the demand for building 
material. 

What was the result? There was an ex- 
cess of certain kinds of production; à dis- 
proportionate excess in failroads, iron 
and coal, and building, and growing out 
of it came a panic, which stopped the con- 
struction of railroads and bankrupted many 
of those which were finished. With the 
stoppage of railroad construction the iron 
mills closed and the coal mines were idle. 
The surplus of men had to be discharged, 
and down went the price of wages to corre- 
spond with the demand for products. It re- 
acted on all other branches of industry which 
had sympathized with this inordinate and 
disproportionate production, and at last la- 
bor was stagnant and priceg declined because 
the market was glutted. 

It is doubtful, as Prof. Suamzz says, 
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whether legislation can accomplish anything 
to relieve this stagnation. Every one must 
work out of it as best he can, and wait pa- 
tiently until the excess is consumed and an 
equilibriam is restored. The business body 
oft the country is sick, just as the human 
body is. We grow sick because the waste of 
the vital forces is in excess of the repair, and 
nature re-establishes the equilibrium which 
we call health. The business paralysis will 
be cured in the same manner, and it is ques- 
tionable whether any legislation will hasten 
the cure. Fiat and other quack experiments 
will, on the other hand, tend to delay the 
operation of that infallible remedy which is 
always found in the inflexible law of supply 
and demand. 


SOUTHERN POLITICS. 

The outlook of the Congressional cam- 
paign in the North is encouraging, and there 
is a reasonable hope that the Republicans 
will gain handsomely. They are early in 
the field and are working hard, and as 6 
rule have put strong men in nomination. 
In Colorado, Vermont, Iowa, Kansas, Min- 
nesota, and Maine the nominations are full. 
In Ohio, the nominations are made in eight- 
een of the twenty districts. [Illinois has 
nominated thirteen of her nineteen, Indiana 
nine of her thirteen, and Michigan seven of 
her nine. During the next three weeks 
nearly all the nominations will have been 
made, and the campaign will be fairly open. 

In the effort of the Republicans to regain 
their majority in the House it is also not un- 
reasonable to hope for some help from the 
South, or at least from some sections. In 
Alabama and Mississippi the prospect is 
hopeless, although the former State has a 
Republican majority on a fair count, and 
the latter 25,000 majority. The shot-gun 
Democracy of those States have so complete- 
ly overawed the blacks that they dare 
not vote. A single instance of the Mis- 
sissippi plan as it was carried out 
in the recent election in Alabama 
will show how impossible it is to 
poll a Republican vote. In Mont- 
gomery County, the Republicans registered 
6,000 voters and the Democrats 2,300. The 
election returns gave to the Democrats 4, 100 
votes and the Republicans 2,600. At the 
last Congressional election, when there was 
fair play, the vote was a fraction over 2,300 
Democratic and about 6,000 Republican, 
which corresponds with the recent registra- 
tion. Even if the Republicans should do the 
voting in any part of Alabama the Demo- 
crats will do the counting, and the same will 
be true in Mississippi and some portions of 
Georgia. 

In South Carolina, the cavalry companies 
and rifle clubs, which now turn out at every 
Democratic meeting, are relied upon to in- 
timidate Republican votes. The same game 
has been attempted in Arkansas, but has 
been frustrated, temporarily at least, by the 
action of the Governor in ordering the dis- 
bandment of the rifle clubs, which were 
organized and armed to prevent Republicans 
from voting. 

The Republicans may hope, however, to 
gain enough from the South to offset the 
losses that may be incurred by Democratic 
gerrymandering in Ohio and Missouri. The 
independent candidate is abroad in some 
parts of the South, and there are Conserva- 
tive candidates of considerable strength who 
will oppose the Bourbons. Besides these, 
there is the dark horse of the Nationals, 
which is a much darker animal in the South 
than he is in the North. The National party 
South, though it calls itself a Greenback 
party, and carries a green banner in Virginia, 
Tennessee, and Texas, is not a fiat-money 
party. It does not believe in having a dol- 
lar of any less value than the greenback 
is now. It can be much more 
truthfully described as a party that repre- 
sents hostility to Bourbonism, and it offers 
an opportunity for thousands who have not 
sufficient moral courage to incur the odium 
of being called Radicals to array themselves 
against the Bourbons. Wherever the Radi- 
cals are wise they will unite with the Nation- 
als, and this they are doing in some places, 
with the prospect of making themselves felt 
in the election. It is the legitimate effect of 
the abolition of the color line long ago indi- 
cated by Taz CMS AO TRiIsunez. 

The National Greenbackers, Independents, 
and Conservatives of the South are all signs 
of the gradual disintegration going on in the 
Bourbon ranks. They are floating, disor- 
ganized elements at present, but are destined 
eventually to crystallize into a strong opposi- 
tion party. While little can be hoped from 
them this fall, it is none the less true that if 
they disturb any political calculations it will 
be those of the Bourbons. It is not impos- 
sible that the Republicans of the North may 
receive reinforcements from the two Florida 
districts, and from some of the Tennesse, 
Louisiana, North and South Carolina dis- 
tricts. With this help they can recover their 
majority. Even without it, it is not impos- 
sible, if the entire party casts its vote. The 
campaign will be characterized by that 
element of danger and demand for duty that 
is calculated to call out every Republican 
voter.

Maybe they both did it: Oat. in 
tinuea Gen. Toomss, 
*- one of 

shot-bags full of silver was 
worth more in those days than ten cartioads of 
resolutions and votes and conventions. . . . 
Our only safety was in intimidation and bribery. 
We had either to do that or let the Commonwealth 
abe: the dogs. It was not what the Radicais call 
he argument of the snot-gun that I used in my 
district, but the argument of the shot- bag. It was 
unanswerabie. An old negro named Isaac nelped 
me out wonderfully when 1 first weed the shot- 
bag. Isaac had belonged to me, and he was will 
ing to do whateveritold bm. [never 
yet saw a negro.“ continued the General, laughing, 
that wasn't in favor of sound currency and bard 
money. But it's too early to be talking about who 
saved the State.

their wares would not be observed.“

Ex-Gov. FAIRCHILD, late Consul at Liver- 
pool, sends some carefully-prepared statistics to 
the State Department relative to the wages 
now paid farm laborers in England. In some 
counties the average wages are fifteen shillings 
a week, but this is only a part of the pay a man 
gets, he having in addition to the money re- 
ceived certain perquisites, such as milk for his 
children, extra allowances of food and beer in 
harvest time, and often a small patch of ground 
on which to raise potatoes and other garden 
vegetables. Railway men do not receive one- 
half as much pay as the same class of persons 
get in the United States. Engineers are paid 
$1.50 the first year, $1.674¢ the second, and 
$1.75 afterward. Firemen begin with Sri cents 
per day and increase. Conductors receive from 
85.12 to $6.75 per week; switchmen, $3.50 to 
$5.75; mechanics, $5.50 per weck; laborers, $6. 
A week is fiity-four hours. Bricklayers and 
masons receive 18 cents an hour. In France 
the pay of railroad employes very nearly cor- 
responds with that reccived by the same class in 


England.

A man is under sentence of death for burning 
a barn in South Carolina, as by the statutes of 
that State arson is an offense punishable by 
death. Inthe summer of 1855, as an exchange 
telis the story, when the State was still in the 
chaos caused by SHERMAN’S destructive march, 
a barn belonging to Jesse M. SEALY was 
burned down. COOGLER, a respectable citizen, 
was suspected of the crime. The matter end- 
ed, however, in whispers, and for thirteen 
vears SHEALY and CooGLeR lived near neigh- 
bors, and seemingly not on unfriendly terms.

of rates up t@each of the trunk lines; that when 
said Committees have prepared tbe details of said 
pool, they meet together and adjust the same to 
each other, and put the same into eflect. Said 
Committees will employ such assistance as they 
may deem necessary to aid them in devising, pre- 
paring, and applying such agreement, 

The Committee appointed to confer with rep- 
resentatives of the oropeller lines agreed that 
the diilerence between all rail and lake and rail 
east-bound rates from Chicago be 10 cents per 
barrel on flour, and on all fourth-class, except 
grain, pork in barrels, lard, flax or grass secd, 
be five cents, it being conceded that the rates on 
the articles excepted would have to be governed 
by the competition of lake lines, not controlled 
by the trunk road, and also by competition of 
lake and canal. 

At a meeting of the Western Executive Com- 
mittce it was agreed that live-stock rates from 
Chicago to New York, taking effect Sept. 2, 
shall be 60 cents per 100 pounds: from East St. 
Louis, 65 cents; and other competing points to 
be in proportion to Chicago rates. It was 
agreed that noreturn passes whatever shall be 
given to shippers of live stock or men in charge 
of the same, but that all issues of free passes on 
account of live stock shall be conferred to the 
man in charge of the same, and good only on 
trains on which their stock is being hauled. 

The Western Executive Committee ad- 
journed to meet the Executive Committee of 
of the trunk lines and take up the subject ol 
live-stock eveners“ on Saturday. 

St. Louis lines presented their claims to Will 
iam Bliss, of the Boston & Albany Koad, and 
Alfred Gaither, of the Adams Express Com- 
pany, Cincinnati, the arbitrators appointed in 
the trausportation of live stock. The arbitra- 
tors have not yet submitted their report. 


THE BOOT FITS THE OTUER LEG. 

The fact that the shippersin the West and 
Soutbeast prefer to ship their grain to Chicago 
instead of to St. Louis makes the St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat very angry, aud it publishes a 
diatribe daily accusing the railroad managers 
of that place of all sorts of crimes because they 
allow a “viilainous”’ discrimination in rates to 
be made in favor of Chicago. Now the facts 
arethat thereis not only no discrimination io 
favor of Chicago, but on the contrary the dis- 
crimination is greatly in favorof St. Louis, as 
will be scen by the following figures: 

Commencing Monday, the rates from Mis- 
souri Kiver points on wheat to Chicago will be 
30 cents per 100 pounds. The rate from Chi- 
cago to New York will also be 30 cents, making 
a total through rate of CO cents. The rate trom 
Missouri River points to St. Louis will be 20 
cents, and from that point to New York 35 
cents, making a total through rate of 55 cents— 
a clear discrimination in favor of St. Louis of 
five cents per 100 pounds. The Chicago lives 
would be perfectly justified in de- 
manding an equalization of the rates. 
But in the goodness of their hearts 
they are willing to let St. Louis nave this ad- 
vantage of rates, because they get all the busi- 
ness they can carry anyway. Even with arate 
5 cents higher via Chicago the Western ship- 
pers would rather ship this way than via St. 
Louis, because that point does not offer apy 
decent facilities. The little business that 
St. Louis bas been getting has been 
forced that wav by the Chicago lines. al- 
lowing that town to offer cheaper rates. 
The St. Louis Globe-Democrat must be well 
aware of this state of affairs, and it evidently 
means to bluff somebody when it claims that 
„the interests of St. Louis are steadily disre- 
garded simply because their business-men 
haven’t grit enough to stand up for their richts.“ 
They have grit enough, but sbipvers will not 
ship that way anyway on general principles.

Denver, Col., Aug. 23.—A decision in the 
United States Circuit Court for Colorado, 
Justice Hallet presiding, in the controversy be- 
tween the Denver & Rio Grande Railway Com- 
pany and the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe 
Company was announced this morning. It was, 
in effect, that both companies have the right-of- 
way through the Grand Canon. The injunction 
bas been modified to allow the Denver & Rio 
Grande Company to construct, without inter- 
ference with the located line of the Atchison, 
Topeka & Santa Fe Company, which Company 
in turn is required to so construct as not to in- 
jure the Denver & Rio Grande, or make its line 
more difficult or expensive.

FINANCIAL. 


Some of the effects of the yellow fever are being 
felt in the business of Chicago. This city deals 
lergely with the South, especiaily in some of its 
manufactured products. The provision trade and 
the manufacture of soap find a large market in the 
South, and this is temporarily disturbed, as far as 
the Mississippl Valley is concerned, by the pesti- 
lence. Most of the banks have adopted the rule 
for the present of not cashing drafts on points on 

the Mississippi River south of St. Louis, although 
they are taken for collection. 

The currency movement has slowed up consider- 
ably thie week. The orders yesterday were only 
New York exchange sold between 

banks at 80c per $1, 000 discount. 

The loan market remains unchanged. Some of 
the banks report discount lines tending downward, 
while others have an increase in the offerings 
of paper. The former, however, state that they are 
making no efforts to extend their lines, as they look 
for a legitimate increase of activity in a few weeks. 
The rates are 6@10 per cent, with special rates to 
good outside borrowers. 

The clearings were $3, 100, 000. 

f THE BODIE MINE. 

The firet aunual meeting of the Bodie Mine was 
held in San Francisco on Aug. 16. There are 50, - 
000 shares of $100 each in the mine, and 40,000 
were represented. The mine was incorporated 
about « year ago; the amount paid-in for working 
capital is reported at $11,663, and with an assess- 
ment of $25,000 is all the money that has been 
required outside ef. the bullion product in 
bringing the mine to its present state of develop- 
ment. The first ore was crashed July 30; since 
then the mine has produced $230, 474 in bullion. 
The total cost of the work on the mine has beep 
$33,960. The annual mecting decided to doubie 
the capital by the organizatioa of another company 
and the division of the ground. The new company 
will have 750 feet of the present Bodie claim, and 
will be composed of the stockholders of the old 
company; se that there will new be $10,000, 000 
of stock to represent the Bodie deposits. It is evi 
dent that, rich as the Bodie Mine may de, its ewn- 
ert think there is a still richer mine in the Califor- 
Bia specniating public. 

— ON THE RAPID-TRANSIT ROAD IN 
NEW YORK. 

The mortgages put on record in New York cov- 
ering the property of the Metropoiitan Elevated 
Railroad Company amount to $30,000,000. The 
mecessity for this enormous bonded debt can hardly 
have arisen in connection with tlie construction, 
as that was estimated by the builders at only 
$350, 000 a mile, or $7. 000, 000 for the entire road. 
The road was built under a contract with the New 
York Loan & Improvement Company, which was to 
receive $2.100,000 per mile for building and 


‘ equipping the road, and which eub-let the contract 


at $400,000 a mile. One theory about the heavy 
mortgages wae that they were designed to protect 
the road against judgments and liens for damages. 
An officer on the Stock Exchange is authority for 
the statement that the present managers of the 
road are much disappointed im its financial returns, 
and that some of them were anxious to retire, if 
they could get back their investment and a fair 
t. 


CIRCULATING THE SILVER DOLLARS. 

A Washington dispatch to New York states that 
numbers of applications have been received by the 
United States Treasurer for silver dollars since his 
circular of July 1%. This circular stated that cer- 
tain National Banks, designated depositories of 
the United States, would upon their application be 
supplied by the Treasury with standard silver 
dollars from the Mint tree of expense. Applica- 
ons bave been received for $1, 700,000, of which 
$1, 400, 000 have been delivered.

The No. 1 Minnesota wheat, noted in our issue 
of yesterday as sold to go to Rockford, changed 
hands at $1.25, free on board car; not at $1.20. 

Grain is accamulating so rapidly here under 
large receipts and a holding off by shippers for 
lower freight rates that the warebousemen are 
opening up ihe old houses. ‘The latest addition 
spoken of is the Danville Elevator, and they are 
also putting corn into the City Elevator. 

C. A. King & Co., of Toledo, report that the 
receipts of wheat at that point during the seven 
weeks from July 1 to Aug. 20 were 3,515,000 
bu, against 1,207,000 bu last year same time, or 
nearly three times as much as last year. Chicago 
has received inthe same seven weeks 2,639, 000 
bu, against 982. 000 last year, ana Milwaukee 
1,728,000 du, against 1,118,000 bu last year, 
notwithstanding the damaged crops in Iowa 
and Minnesota. 

The leading produce markets were irregular 

yesterday in point of activity, and most of them 
were steadier in regard to price changes. There 
was not mach variation in provision quotations, 
though hogs were stronger. Wheat ranged higher, 
possibly because of the sterm, as there was zoth- 
ing in the advices from other points to cause bigher 
prices. Corn was steady, and rather tame. Oats 
were essicr, rye unchanged, and bariey stronger; 
while there was not much doing for shipment, the 
trading all round being largely in locai futures. 

There is little that ie new to be said in connec- 
tion with the dry-goods market. Trade continues 
to show a steady and satisfactory improvement, 
and orices remain decidedly firm. Groceries met 
with a good general demand, and were firm all 
around, with sugars nominally an he higher. Cof- 
fees were strong, but without actual advance. In 
the dried-fruit market there is an increasing move- 
ment in both staple and fancy goods, and the 
general tenor of prices is rather firmer. Fish 
were quoted quiet, with prices unchanged, 
except for salmon, in which there was 
a decline. No changes were noted in the butter 
and cheese markets. Prices of oile were the same 
as at the beginning of the week, ruling steady for 
most kinds. Linseed and turpentine were very 
firm. There was a quiet market for leather. Bag- 
ging was in good request at former prices. Coal 
and wood remain dull. 

Lamber was in fair request at the yards. The 
fleet at the docks was neariy sold out. The demand 
for woo! wae fair at unchanged prices. Broom- 
corn was dulland easy. Hides were quoted firm 
under a good demand from dealers, who are tilling 
Eastern orders. The sales of pressed hay 
were light, the local trade being supplied 
with loose, and the shipping mquiry was small. 
Seeds were quiet and timothy ruled weak under 
rather liberal offerings. Flax was ste Poultry 
was slow and weaker, the supply deick in excess 
of local requirements. Potatoes were unchanged. 
Dealers are carrying enough stock to supply the 
city grocers, who find it convenient to buy on the 
street. The farmers are bringing in a good many 
potatoes. 

Lake freigdts were dull and rather weak, but 
with little change in quotations. Carriers asked 
4c for corn and 4\c for wheat, by rail to Buffalo, 
while some shippers held off for \c less, and the 
views of vessel men were met by others very un- 
willingly. Room was taken for 36,000 bu wheat, 
164, 000 bu corn, and 60, 000 bu oata. 

Rail freights were quoted firm at the advanced 
quotations of Monday. The rates per 100 ibs on 
grain are now 30c to New York and Je to New 
England points; to Baltimore 32c.

SECOND REGIMENT. 
TRYING TO FIND THEM A HOME. 

A meeting of citizens was held yesterday morn- 
ing in the Mayor's office to see what could be done 
to provide temporary quarters for the Second Reg- 
iment during the occupancy of their present head- 
quarters this fall by the Exposition. The Mayor 
presided. Among the gentiemen present were the 
Hon. C. B. Farweli, Robert Law, L. Z. Leiter, 
ex-Ald. Stewart, John J. Reynolds, L. D. Cleave- 
land, Marry Nelson, Gen. Torrence, Gen. Strong, 
Gen. A. C. Ducat, John M. Clark, Col. Loomis, 
©. H. Fargo, Messrs. Whelock, Mason, and 
others. 

The first proposition was an exceedingly gener- 
ous one from Mr. Farwell, who offered to furnish 
foc the use of the men the Tabernacle or any por- 
tion thereof free of cost. 

Mr. Wheelock, for Mr. Powers, offered the use 
of the bell at the corner of Madison and Market 


streets, formerly occupied by the Board of Trade, 
lor a reasonable consideration. 

Mr. Leiter offered the use of a portion of the 
builaing at the corner of Twentieth and State 
streets, occupied by his firm after the fire, the 
jower portion of which is now used as a market- 
house. He thought it possible to set apart a vor- 
uon for the men and another portion for the artil- 
lery, if certain goods now stored there could be 
moved out. 

A committee consisting of several gentlemen was 
deputed to go out and look at the building on the 
corner of Madison and Market streets, and obtain a 
definite proposition. 

Mr. Nelson thought the State ought to do some- 
thing for ite military. 8 

The Chairman said he hadn't had time to get the 
State to be present. 

An inquiry was made as to whether there was 
any provision in the Appropriation bill for the mil- 
itary sufficient to cover the expense of moving, 
fitting up, etc. 

The Comptroller was called in, and stated that 
there was no distinct provision, but the Contingent 
Fund was accessible for any such purpose, provided 
the Mayor and Comptroller thought it proper or 
necessary to draw thereon. 

Mr. Powers came in about this time, and con- 
tributed the information that his bullding was oc- 
cupied at present, the lease extending to the Ist of, 
May. This statement, of course, rendered un- 
necessary areport from the Committee, which re- 
turned about this time. 

The Chairman was not in favor of expending any 
large amount of the city’s revenues without the 
consent of the Council. In his view, the dest 
thing to do was to accept Mr. Farweil’s proposi- 
tion for temporary quarters. The Contingent 
Fund was to be used only in case of emergency, 
and he doubted the propriety of devoting it to this 
purpose, the city havingalready been putto some 
expense in fitting up the Exposition Building. 

Mr. Nelson thought the judicious use of money 
for this purpose would do much to prevent any 


such emergency as that arising from a riot or other | 


public disturbance. 

Aid. Gilbert, after a short conversation with the 
Comptroller and Mr. @eaveland, stated that the 
cost of moving and fitting uv would not probably 
be more than $500, which he was willing, with the 
Comptrolier, to take from the Contingent Fund. 

After considerable further talk, in which it was 
stated that certain moneys would come from the 
State, but just when nobody knew, a committee 
wae appointed, consisting ef Gen. Ducat, Gen. 
Torrence, John M. Clark, Robert Law, Capt. 
Tobey, Col. Quirk, and Maj. Weiter, to look at 
the Tabernacle and Mr. Leiter's building, see how 
they could be arranged for the use of the men and 
the artillery, and, in short, to go ahead and secure 
suitable temporary quarters, the city to pay $500 
for tne expense of moving, fitting up, et¢., and 
anything above that amount to be raised by the 
Committee through private subscriptions.

BAD DOCTORS. 


THE STATE BOARD OF HEALTH. 

At a meeting of the State Board of Health held 
yesterday, the certificate of Otto G. Rollman, alias 
Jobn Seger, was revoked. Rollman had obtained 
his certificate by fraudulentiy pretending and mak- 
ing oath to being a graduate of the Eclectic 
Medical Institute of Cincinnati. Upon being written 
to, the fellow left for St. Louis. 

It was also resolved to revoke the certificate of a 
physician in Montgomery County, whicn had been 
fraudulently obtained from the Board under the 
claim of his being a graduate of the University of 
Tubingen, in Germany. In both of the above 
cases the parties can be indicted. Autbority was 
also given to revoke the cértificates of three pvny- 
sicians for fruudulent, unprofessional, and quack- 
ish advertisements in the newspapers, and by 
handbills. By special vote the Board authorized 
its President to do what in his judgment and dis- 
cretion he may find necessary in the present emer- 
gency to protect the heaith of the peopie of IIli- 
nois in accordance with the provisions of the State 
Board of Health act. 

The Lilinois State Board of Health exercises a 
kind of paternal sapervision over the affairs of all 
practicing physicians within the State boundaries. 
‘The authority of the Board is such that if the per- 
sonal character of any particular medical man is 
questionabie it can vote to take away huis license, 
and render him an Esculapian outlaw, subject to 
the penalties of the courts wherever taken. There 
are a pumber of offenses which render a member of 
tne profession liable to the pain of expulsion from 
the regular ranks. A large portion of these are 
comprised under the general title of 

UNPROFESSIONAL CONDUCT. 
When the State Board decides that a physician bas 
been guilty of ‘* unprofessional conduct. the 
Board is at liberty to deprive that practitioner of 
his license, and, if he continues to exercise bis 
profession in defiance of the authority, to prosecute 


>» him in the Criminal Court. 


There are just now several men upon whom the 
eye of the State Board is resting more in anger 
than in sorrow. One of these is @ certain Dr. 
Aiken, anew-comer in Chicago, who has opened 
An office on State street, and who has been soliicit- 
ing patients by means of printed circulars and ad- 
vertisements in the newspapers. Dr. Aiken, in 
his advertisements, deciares himself modestiy as 
a celebrated physician, who has made a specialt 
of all chronic diseases, and who is also — 
to furnish artificial eyes on the sbortest notice, as 
well as to deal out medicines prepared by himself 
(as being superior to those ordinarily put up by 
the exuberant drug-clerk). This manner of adver- 
Lising, it seems, is especially offensive to the State 
Board. It is not the regular thing for doc- 
tors to proclaim their healing powers 
through fhe press; in fact, among the 
reguiar physicians it is considered an important 
breach of professional etiquette for a doctor to ad- 
vertise himself in any way except by means of an 
obiong tin sign tacked apon the door of his office 
or resizence, and containing simply his name, with 
the magic letters M. D. aflixed. 

Yesteroay a TRIBUNE reporter called upon Dr. 
Kauch, President of the State Board of Health, at 
his office, in reference to the case of Dr. Aiken. 

»At the meeting of the State Board to-day,” 
said he, there were three men whose status in 
the profession was under discussion, and Dr. Aiken 
was one of these. . 

»Was any action taken towards rescinding his 
license!“ 

Nothing definite. The fact is that I have been 
so busy of late looking after the vellow fever that 
I haven't had time toattendtohim, But I have 
been watching him for some time, and he will get 
into trouble very soon if not careful.” 

“IN WHAT DOES HIS OFFENSE CONSIST?’ 

** He is guilty of unprofessional conduct. 

What kind of conduct is that!“ 

** ln advertising in the familiar quack style. See 
here now 

Dr. Rauch took up several clippings from news- 
* — containing the advertisements of Dr. 
Alken. 

** Calle himself a celebrated physician, *’ said he. 
*“‘humph' Is that — Says he makes a 
speciality of all chronic diseases. Mark the effront- 
ery’ Aspeciaity of chronic diseases. Why, what 
a wide fiela he pretends to cover! Chronic dis- 
dase are of every kind, and it would be enough 
tot any physician to nuke a Specialty of a single 
chronic disease, to say nothing of pretending to 
know themail. This is all talk to get the atten- 
tion of fhe public and induce some poor, ignorant 
people to confide in him and enlarge hie income 

Have you communicated with Dr Aiken upon 
the impropriety of such advertisements?” 

* When hie card first appeared in Tur Tamer 
I wrote him, saying that it was objectionable, and 
that be must withdraw it. He then published au- 
other card changing and slightly modifying the 
ianguage. Dutthat is not satisiactory. Ae soon 
as | can get a little time | will give more attention 
to this Dr. Aiken, and if he is not careful. be will 
find his license revoked and himelf prohibited from 
practieing in the State of lilinois.”

DRIED BEEF. 
SICKNESS OF AN ENTIRE FAMILY. 

A paragraph in yesterday's paver announced that 
a family on Centre avenue had been poisoned by 
eating dried beef, the case being brought to the at- 
tention of the Health Department by the doctor 
who was called in to attend the sufferers. A re- 
porter yesterday called on the latter individual, 
Odelia Bhan, M. D., finding her at No. 14 Centre 
avenue. She said thatthe facts in the matter were 
very simple, andas follows: Wednesday evening 


about ll o'clock she was called to visit the family 


of Mrs, Strickler, 16 Centre avenue, and found the 
mother, two daughters, a grandson, and a small 
dog sick, all having been vomiting freely at short 
intervals since 8 o’clock. Doctor Blinn thought it 
a clear case of poisoning, appiied the usual rem- 
edies, and the danger was soon over, aithough 
yesterday afternoon Mrs. Strickler was 
still confined to her bed. On investigating the cause 
of the sickness, Dr. Blinn found that for supper 
the family had partaken of fresh biackberries, 
bread and butter, and some smoked beef. The 
servant-girl, who does not take kindly to beef, de- 
clined tu eat any, and was not sick. The dog par- 
took of the beef, but declined the blackberries, 
etc., being stricken down with the others. There- 
fore there seemed to be no room for doubt that 
the beef caused the trouble. Dr. Blinn also told 
the reporter that she had preserved a piece of the 
beef with a view to having it examined by a 
chemist. She had observed a sort of whitish pow- 
der on the surface of the meat, but had noopinion 
to offer pry rene f From what she knew of the 
matter, it looked like a case of animal poison. 

The reporter was referred by Dr. Blinn to a 
Madison-street grocery store, which she eulogized 
highly, where the beef was purchased by the 
Stricklers. A visit to this place developed the 
fact that the meat came originally from D. Mc- 
Dougall & Co., 84 Market street, whether the re- 
porter wended his way. 

Mr. McDouvall said that he sold the beef, but 
denied that there was anything deleterious about 
it. He sought his goods of Libby, McNeil & 
Libby, and took nothing but firet-ciase meat. It 
was submitted to no process whatever. and no 
white powder or other foreign substance was used. 
The girls who packed it in boxes partook freely of 
the stuff, and none of them had been injured. A 
Health Officer visited the place yesterday morn- 
ing. and joined Mr. McDougall in disposing of some 
of the stuff, and at last accounts was in good 
health. 

It is probable that a further examination of the 
meat will be made, and Dr. Blinn's theory that the 
white powder was caused by the larve of insects 
deposited before the beef was boxed submitted to 
a test. 


THE CLARK CASE. 
NOTHING NEW. 

There were no new developments in the Clark 
mystery yesterday. The little town of La Grange 
was as silent asa graveyard. The murder was still 
a subject of speculation among those of the men 
who remained in town during the day, and with 
one ortwo exceptions the sentiment appeared to 
be that Mrs. Clark was in no wise implicated in the 


murder; that Joe was not proven gnilty, but yet 
ought to be held until after the investigation had 
been made more complete ; and that the arrest of the 
right party has not yet been made. It is altogether 
probable that ® arrest of the two men, George 
Close and Michal Haley, isa blind to throw the 
guilty parties off the scent until further evidence 
can be produced sufficient to warrant his arrest. 
No arrest was made yesterday, for reasons best 
known to the detectives no douot, though the peo- 
ple were looking for it all day. A dis- 
patch was sent by Mr. Shotwell the day 
before yesterday to Turtle’s Agency, stating 
that the person ney were looking for 
he thought was at his house that morning at 8 
o'clock, but went away. He alluded to Ernest 
Perner, who bas been around La Grange every day 
since the murder. Perner stated to a reporter 
yesterday that he wished the detectives would lock 
him ap, for then he could get something to eat, 
and wouldn't have to work. They will not accom- 
modate him. Nick Lieber came to the city yester- 
aay, and it is presumed that he cailed upon the 
Turtle detectives. Many kind words were spoken 
of this juryman yesterday, because he successfully 
opposed the idea of taking Mrs. Clark into custody 
along with Joe St. Peter. Further developments 
may be looked for in a few days. 

Haley, one of the men arrested by Turtle's De- 
tective Agency forthe murder of A. B. Clark at 
La Grange a week ago last Wednesday night, has 
made a statement of his whereabouts and doings 
from the Saturday preceding the murder until the 
dav following the deed. It is simply a rehash of 
what has already been testified to concerning the 
man, and although Capt. Wood, of Turtle’s force, 
has reduced it to writing, itis not worth pubiish- 
ing in full. He reiterates the statement already 
made that onfhe night of the murder he slept in 
the little bous¢ on the farm where he was working.

SOLDIERS’ ORPHAN HOME. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Curcaco, Aug. 23.—In your issue of the 22d a 
writer calls the attention of Dr. Spray to the 
Soldiers’ Orphan Home at Bloomington, speaking 
of it in such a manner as to lead ono to suppose 
that any destitute chiid could be admitted, bat 
such is not the case. It stands to-day just the 
same as when first chartered, and has about 300 
children under ita fostering care. The article of 
ifftorporation reads in this wise: ‘*The object of 
the Soldiers’ Orphan Home shall be to provide a 
home for the moral, intellectual, and physical 
culture of all indigent children under the age af 
14 years, whose fathers served in the armies of the 
Union during the late Rebellion, and have died 
or been disabled by reasons of wounds or aisease 
received therein, or have since died. Proviced, 
that in special cases of peculiar inability of a pupil 
to support himself or herself, the officers may re- 
tain such pupil, although above the age of 14, and 
until such pupil has reached the age of 16, beyond 
which no pupil shall be retained.”

HOW TO TEST WOVEN FABRICS. 
To the Editor of The Tribune, 

Curcaeo, Aug. 23.—Woolen goods sold as pure 
woolen may be tested for cotton, flax, ramie, or 
other cellulose fibres, by first boiling a small por- 
tion of the suspected material in a solution of 
caustic potash, or soda, whicn will dissolve all of 
the wool present. They will not be affected, and 
may be seen by the naked eye, and the percentage 
known by washiag, drying, and weighing the resi- 
due. Next, treat the fibres with a drop or more 
of a solution of iodine in water or alco- 
hol; secondly, with a drop of muriatie acid; 
and lastly, with one of sulphuric acid. Cotton, 
flax. and ramie become blue under such treatment, 
and, if viewed under a low power of the micro- 
scove, beautiful blue diecs or globules may be seen. 
On a small piece of suspected silk, place a droo of 
soiution of iodine. followed by one of muriatic 
acid, dip a glass rod iu strong sulpharic acid and 
touch various points acted on with the moti rod. 
A dark blue will be produced if ramie is present, 
while the silk will remain yellow. When seen un 
der a low power of the microscope the view is very 
beautiful. If fine wool is combined with silk 
goods, the percentage may be detected by the fol- 
lowing plan: Weigha portion of the suspected 
goods: pour over the silk as much sulpharic acid 
C. P. as may be necessary to dissolve the milk: 
any wool present will remain for a safficient length 
of time undissolved; wash off allthe dissolved 
silk; dry and weigh the residue.

HORSEBACK-RIDING. 

The benefits of horseback-riding have been 
Overrated, as all panaceas have been. If Provi- 
dence intended that al! diseases should be cured 
by one remedy, He would not have provided 
such a multiplicity of doctors and drug-shops. 
In certain kinds of diseases horseback-riding 18 
the worst medicine that can be taken. Persons 
predisposed to kidney troubles might better in- 
dulge in any other form of exercise, and women 
are sometimes seriously injured by imprudent 
exercise of this description. We have no sympa- 
thy, on this account, with those writers who are 
forever recom mending horseback-riding as the 
specific for every complaint. For the well, all 
things may be safe: but for the ill, generally 


speaking, everything that is violent is danger- . 


ous. It becomes no one in the latter circum- 
stances to buy a horse and go to trotting, but to 
consult a physician and hear what he has to 
advise. 

Dr. Ghislani Durant has recently written a 
little treatise on “ Horsevack, Ri ing trom a 
Medical Point of View,“ the fault of which is 
excessive enthusiasm. The writer evidently be- 
lieves horseback-riding to be the best thera- 
peutic agency known; he distinctly recommends 
it for plethora, anemia, chlorosis, cachexia, 
scrofula, rachitis, syphillis, diabetes, obesity, 
intermittent fever, hypochondriasis, muscular 
debility, chorea, pthisis, asthma, dyspepsia, and 
constipation. In the treatment of some of the 
troubles mentioned, horseback-riding would un- 
questionably be useful, but in that of others it 
would be a doubtful remedy. Its therapeutic 
properties, in some cases, are so ill-defined that 
a statement of them in a treatise intended for 
popular reading is unsafe and misleading. 

The hygienic advantages of borseback-riding 
are, on the other hand, almost universally ad- 
mitted. At this point we are in complete ac- 
cord with Dr. Durant. There is no form of ex- 
ercise which combines more exactly the quali- 
ties which all good exercise should possess, 
namely, an abundance of fresh air, leisure, 
pleasure in the act, and refreshment afterward. 
it is, moreover, a manly exercise, involving as- 
sociation with the noblest of animals, and in- 
struction in an art which the greatest warriors 
have practiced. Tbe passion for horses is one of 
the most rational and easiest understood of all 
those which man falls into; and we are only 
vindicating, not attacking it, when we take it 
out of the degrading company with health-lifts 
and patent tonics into which Dr. Durant has in- 
troduced it. At the sume time we can par- 
don much to enthusiasm, and in view 
of the good that is iu the book accept the bad 
or the doubtful. The chapters on the Mechau- 
ism and the Physiologica) Effects of Horseback- 
Riding and the appendix on the Origin and 
Progress of Hourse+RKaces are new and valuable.

POEMS OF PLACES---ASIA. 

Mr. Lonvfellow’s collection of poems of places 
has been increased by three volumes devoted to 
Asia. The poets are brought into curious com- 
pany by this new arrangement. Thus we find 
J. Milton, B. Taylor, and W. R. Alger uniting 
in songs of the whole continent; W. Shak- 
speare, A. Pope, T. Moore, and Lord Morpeth 
treating of Syria; W. Shakespeare and T. 
K. Hervey of Cleopatra „ou the Cyd- 
nus Homer, Aeschylus, Euripides, 
and R. T. Nicholl of Troy; Southey, Scott, 
Longfellow, Moore, and, Proctor of the Desert 
of Arabia; and soon. /Thereis also a certain 
N. Michell who scems to have been inspired 
largely with a view to Mr. Longiellow’s emer- 
geucy in compiling these volumes, aud who has 
written an inordinate amount of poetry about 
obscure places in Asia to heip him out. ‘The 
subject probably grew on Mr. Longiellow as he 
advanced with it; elsc it would be difficult to 
account for his devoting only four volumes to 
Engiand and Wales, and threeto Asia. Poems of 
Airica and America are yet to be collected, and 
then the series will be completed. It has at 
least thrown new lights both on places and poet- 
ry. (Boston: Houghton, Osgood & Co. Chi- 
cago: Jansen McClurg & Co. Three yolumes.

A HEART TWICE ,WoON. 

“A Heart Twice Won” has the enthusiastic 
indorsement of a critic who claims to have read 
three-fourths of the novels published during 
the last forty vears. He says the plot is well 
contrived”; and it is, at least, thrilling. There 
are three wrecks apd as many wonderful es- 
capes, a marriage by adying mother’s bedside, 
an abduction, numerous forgeries, three attem pt- 
ed murders, one successful murder, a divorce, 
birthmarks, and diamonds in bewildering va- 
rietv. The owner of the heart twice won is 
divorced from her husband.@ He is misled by 
an intriguing girl, whom he afterwards marries. 
The first wife is believed to be dead, but reap- 
pears after six years as acciebrated ‘“‘song- 
stress,“ bearing an assumed name. She is con- 
stantly in the company of her former husband, 
who does not recognize her. She is described 
witb a prodigality of adjectives, which, however, 
do not explain the miracie. At the time of 
the divorce she was a “plain, sweet 
little ocean spray, who seemed almost 
beautiful, although her fingers were 
Small and her face pale and swarthy; 
brows were beautifully arched, aud her rich 
browu hair carried back from her low, broad, 
full brow.’’ Wen she again meets her hus- 
band. How fair, sad, sweet, and lovely 
she looks! Her nut-brown bair is pushed back 
from ber low, broad, smooth brow, the beauti- 
fullv-iormed lips are slightly parted, and the 
beautiful teeth gleam like pearls between them. 
Tne dark brows are beautifullv arched, and her 
curling lashes rested on her transparent cheek.”’ 
The » beauties seem only intensified, not 
changed; and it is not easy to see why the “low, 
broad, full, smooth brow,’’ or the beautifull y- 
arched eyebrows,’’ do not betray her. 

The secovd wife conveniently aies, and the 
husband is able to win the heart which, un- 
known to himself, is already won. He falis on 
bis knees and wildly implores the woman from 
whom he is divorced to be bis wile. As he 
speaks great drops of perspiration stand ou his 
pale brow. She takes her soit lace handker- 
chief, and with her soit, fair hand’ wipes them 
away. 

After all, it is the glimpse of English life 
contained in A Heart Twice Won“ that is 
most interesting. It is pleasant to think of the 
noble Earl, seated “in astufled chair by the 
well-filled grate of burning coal, touching a 
silver bell, and summoning his valet or fooiman 
for no ostensible reason. ‘True, the language 
of the Earl and Countess is startiing. We are 
surprised to find the Earl habitually addressing 
his noble wife simply as Countess, and “1 feel 
like as though,” ete., and I wish it was 50 
that, etc., are odd expressions tocome from the 
„ tinely-chiseled lips“ of the ninth Karl of Dal- 
burst.

MR. ALDEN’S NEW BOOK. 

„Domestic Explosives ” is the title of another 
collection of humorous editorials written for the 
New York Times by Mr. Alden, whose ‘*Shoot- 
ing Stars” was recently noticed in these 
columns. The articles in this voluine were, if we 
mistake not, written before those included in 
the “Shooting Star” collection, at any rate, 
they exhibit far more fertility of invention, and 
more genuiné humor. There is much admira- 
bie satire, for instance, in Ketuting Moses,’ 
which examines critically the question raised by 
the discovery of a monkey’s skull in a sack ol 
Rio coffee at Baltimore. The discovery shows 
that monkeys existed during the early part of 
the Rio coffee period. We may feel sorry for 
Moses, but we cannot shut our eyes to this plain 
scientific fact.” Mr. Alden has also made a 
sublime discovery in regard to cats, which, he 
says are uniformly connected with back fences; 
“Where there are no back lepces—as in 
the Maine woods, or on the ucean—the 
nocturnal cat is uoknown. A very lit- 
tle observation will demonstrate that 
the cat is simply a sympton of the back 
fence, and that the latter is the real disease to 
be attacked.” Mr. Alden’s scientific parodies 
wil! be found by appreciative readers full of the 
richest humor. Those on Dr. Schliemann, rhe 
Missing Link. the Boston Archwologtsts, Prof. 
Proctor’s Predictions and the Tbomsonian

THE FUROPEAN ILO E-SPARROW. 

Dr. Eliiott Coues has a vous stroug article in 
the last number of the n Vea Naturalist on 
The Ineligibility of the Et, dpean House-Spar- 
row in America.“ He says e “Ido not write 
for ornithologists; for, so Har as [am aware, 
there is not a scientific ornitg®jlogist in America, 
amongthose who have eXiieessed any decided 
opinion, who are in favor ole wretched inter- 
lopers which we have so t@pugilitiessly intro- 
duced, and played with. and ¢@ddled, like a par- 
cel of hysterical, slatepencil-e@ting school-girls. 
have held a tight rein on this tontroversy from 
the first, and probably Know more of its inside 
uistory than any other verson; and I am in posi- 
tion to aflirm that the sucers, the invectives, the 
ridicule and abuse, and the wild assertions of 


the leader or leaders of the  pro-spar- 
row faction, result from a frantic 
despair iu the face of the facts which 


vrnitnologists coolly adduce, The fact that the 
sparrow is a nuisance in a variety of ways, that 
it does not dv any appreciable good, that it 
does a very obvious amount of damage, that it 
harasses, drives off, and sometimes destrovs 
useful native birds, and that it has no place in 
the natural economy of this country, are patent 
to every one who wül take the trouble to see 
for himsell. These same facts some or all. are 
disagreeably obvious to many person. especia!- 
ly agricuiturists whose fields and gardens are 
assailed. All of these same facts are admitted 
by competent ornithologists generaily. None 
of them are publicly disputed, so far as I know, 
by aby person or persons whose authority has 
any weight in a question of this kind.“ 

Dr. Coues makes the following specitications 
of his géneral charge against these birds: 

2. They neglect entirely or perform very in- 
sufficiently the business they were imported to 
do. In spite of some good seéryice at one season 
of the year, in a few particular localities, 
against some particular kids of insects, the 
state of our shade trees remains substantially 
as it was before their introduction. Some of 
the decrease of noxious insects at times is due 
to their periodical decrease, with which the 
sparrows have nothing to dp» and, in spite of 
assertations to the contrafy.gpeople are still 
scraping trees, and emplovie the usual de- 
fenses against insects, in precisely those places 
where it was said that the spyrows haa done 
the business. By 

2. They attack, harass, fight*ggainst, dispos- 
sess, drive away, and sometirjyes actually kill 
various of our native birds'2yhich are much 
more insectivorous by nature an themselves, 
aud which might do us betteZ service if they 
were equally encouraged. * 

3. They commit great dep. dations in the 
kitcheu- garden, the orchard;*and the grain- 
field. 2 

4. They are personally obgfaxious and un 
pleasant to many people. Theg perpetual au- 
tics in spring aud summer are efensive and em- 
burrassing to women and sqQegmish men, their 
incessant turmoil irritates my gjids and nervous 
people, and they foul steps? window-sills, and 
trellis-work so that servantefrdquently will not 
stay at a house where they are Kept. 

5. They have, at present, —— no nat u- 
rai enemics, nor any check Whatever upon lim- 
iiless increase. This would be undesirable, even 
in the case of the most desire birds. As the 
case stands, we are repeating the history of the 
wh te weed and the Norway rat,” a 

Dr. Coues suggests that thie usefulness be 
practically tested. Let the?a@uthorities of any 
vi our large cities, preterably Boston, where the 
turds are said to have dona much good, aud 
where the sparrow combindtion talks loudest, 
furvish to proper persons, savy 500 sparrows, 
whose stomachs shall be examined by some 
coli petent botanist and entomologist together. 
If otmoxious insects should be found to form 
the greater portion, or even any considerable 
portion of the food of these birds, I would 
vield the case as far as this particular count 16 
concerned. He does not advocate their exter- 
mination, but, as a measure of national ecouo- 
my, he believes that (1) they should be left to 
shift for themselves, auc) that the legal pen- 
aities lor killing them should be abolished. 
* Let the bovs kill them if they will; or let 
them be entrapped and used as pigeons or glass- 
balls are now used,—in shooting-matches among 
sportsmen.

It starts at full power on 
the gas being lit, and requires no boiler, and 
causes no smell or heat.“ The work done, the 
gas-meter is shut and the manager may turn the 
key of the machine-room without any of the 
alarm he has hitherto experienced on account of 
the mass of cinders which were necessarily left 
every night to smolder away inthe fires be- 
neath the boiler.—/werness (Scotiand) Courier.

JUDGE CATON VINDICATED. 

‘orest and Stream prints an editorial review 
of the note in the last At’antic Contributors’ 
Ciub on Judge Caton’s statement that the 
black-tail deer is eonfined to the Western slope 
of the continent. The At/antie writer says that 
he has found black-tail in all the States and 
Territories between the Rocky Mountains and 
the Missouri River. ‘To this the editor of Forest 
and Stream replies: 

The fact is that there are two entirely distinct 
species of deer inhabiting our Western country, 
both of which are called, in their respective sec 
tions, black tail. The one to which the contribut- 
ing critic refers is the Cariacus marcrotis of 
naturalists, called, from the great length of its 
ears, mule deer, but known throughout its range 
as the black-tail. It inhabits the Missouri Liver 
country. and the Rocky Mountains as far as the 
eastern foothills of the Sierra Nevadas. A variety 
of this specics is found, too, in Arizona and South- 
ern California, where iti called by the Mexicayges 
the burro devr—-a name synonomous with its proper 
English appellation, for burro is Spanish for jack- 
ase. 

Variacus columbianua te the other, and the true 
black-tail. It is most abundanton the Pacific 
Coast, but ite range probabdiy extends eastward be 
vond the Sierras, so that it no doubt somewhat 
overlaps that of the mule deer. The two species 
are 80 different in appearance that one need not be 
a naturalist to distinguish one from the other, —an 
inspection of the tail will decide the matter at 
once. That of the mule deer (C. macrotis) is 
naked below, covered with short, white hairs 
above, and terminates in a heavy brash, or pencil, 
of black baire. It i as different as can be in up- 
pearance froin the tail of the Virginia deer. The 
| tail of the black-tai!, on the other hand, is broad, 
| and, except in its color, resembles the tail of the 
red deer (. virgenidnaues), but it is black above and 
white below. 

The same critic eoutradicted Judge Caton's 
statement that antelope shed their horns. On 
this the editor of Fred and Stream remarks: 
In nine vears of campaigning on the plains, in 
the Rocky Mountains, and on the Pacitic Coast, 
we have never met a reliable huuter who did 
not believe and strenuousiy affirm that antelope 
shed their horns, and the fact has been known 
to naturalists for about ten years. We must 
not be understood as maintaining that that the 
whole horn is shed, as is the case with the deer. 
It is only the sheath that drops off, leaving the 
core of the horn clothed with a soft, hairy skin, 
which grows hardin a short time, and withiu a 
month or two atteins its full length. This 
shedding takes place in late November or De- 
cember, some little time after the rutting sea- 
son is over.

SCIENCE NOTES. 

Prof. H. D. Garrison, of Chicago, recently de- 
livered a lecture on Evolution“ before the 
Royal Polytechnic Institution of London. 


Mr. Liebermann has recently proved that the 
blue or green color of birds’ eges is due to a 
vile pigment which resembies biliverdin in cer- 
tain respects. The shells frequently contain a 
second coloring matter—nota bile pigment— 
which exhibits a characteristic absorption spec- 
trum. 

The British Museum has acquired the collec- 
tion from Malta—made by Admiral Spratt aud 
Dr. Lewis Adams—of the remains of pigmy ele- 
phants found in the caves and fissures. Iiun- 
dreds of fragments of animals ot all ages have 
been found, so that the kuowledge of those ex- 
tinct creatures may now be made fairly exact.— 
Athenwum. ) 


Sir William Thomson writes to Vature defend- 
ing Mr. Hughes’ claim to the invention of the 
microphone, intimating that Mr. Edison did not 
fully understand the circumstances when he ad- 
vanced bis hasty charges of plagiarism, and ex- 
pressing the hope that“ Mr. Edison will retract 
his accusations of bad faith publicly aud amply 
as he has made them.“ 


Maj. Ford has. performed good service by 
showing that, if dynamite 1s poured into water, 
the sand falls to the bottom, and the nitro- 
glycerine floats on the surface, and explodes 
with its usual_ violence if the temperaiure is 
slightly increased. This will explain the cause 
of many of the serious explosions with dynamite 
when used in wet holes. 


Among the new appliances for war is a hand- 
torpedo. It ie made of gun-cotton formed into 
a cake or ball three or four pounds in weight. 
One end of a long cord is attached to each 
charge and the other toa sort of pistol in the 
hand of the operator. Wheu the torpedo is 
thrown into a boat or on the deck of a vessel, a 
touch on the trigger of the pistol detonates the 
gun-cetton, and au explosion with very destruct- 
ive resuits follows. 


Prof. Haeckel, of Jena, bas answered Prof. 
Virchow's famous speech delivered at Munich 
at the meeting of German naturalists and phy- 
sicians. the title of bis pamphlet is Freie 
Wissenschaft und Freie Lehre,’? the motto, 
lmpavidi progrediamur. Virchow had denied 
that evolution could ever change an ape into a 
man. Haeckel reasserts the possibility, and 
more than possibility, of that change, and 
represents Virchow as the ally of the Jesuits.— 
Academy. 


Mr. F. Galton says, as reported in the Roval 
Geographical proceedings, that he has no doubt 
that av extension of the methods of illustrating 
the facts of vhvsical geography—as used by 
Prof. Tyndali aud Dr. Carpenter—on a smail 
scale, and on a lecture-room table, is perfectly 
feasible. ‘Thus, as evcry thunder-shower shows 
in the streets the phenomena of erosion aud 
deposition, he has no doubt that, on a lecture- 
table, with a can to supply water, and with a 
certain quantity of sand, gravel, aud clay. all 
the main phenomena of river-action, such as the 
sifting of materials, the stratification of de- 
posits, aud the formation of deltas, might be 
successfully shown. 

Prof. Paley writes to Hardwicke’s Scieyce 
Gossip, suggesting that the blackness of St. 
aul is largely due to the action of a minute 
fungus on the stone. In support of the posi- 
tion he instances the fact that the sides exposed 
to sunlight are not nearly so black as the north 
side, which the sun seldom or never reaches. It 
also appears that sandstone in smoky places is 
not similarly affected. Particles of the coating 
scraped off and washed in soap and water do not 
turn white, as ope would expect them to do if 
the discoloration were due to smoke alone. 
Prof. Paley admits that the changes may be duc 
to chemical action, but believes that it cannot 
be properly so explained without making allow- 
ances for actinic action on the exposed sides; 
again, be thinks that the theory of a fungus is 
at least a rational hypothesis, and worthy of due 
consideration.

Bismarck, D. T., Aug. 20.—I will answer the 
“elaborate defense” of Dr. Livingston, late 
Agent at Crow Creek Indian Agency, by 
‘** Yankton,” published in Tun Cnicado Tris- 
UNE, with a news statement. Tun Tuisune’s 
exposure was the first ever made, aside from a 
few speculative notes published last April in 
explanation of the seizure of Crow Creek, Lower 
Brule, and Cheyenne Agency by the wilitary 
Agents, Capt. W. E. Dougherty and Capt. 
Schwan. Dougherty, with authority from the 
Interior Department, through Gen. Terry, took 
possession of Lower Brule and Crow Creek 
Agencies on the 2ist and 22d of March. A few 
days later Capt. Schwan peaceably installed him- 
selfat Cheyenne Agency. Gen. Hammond ar- 
rived at Crow Creek a week after Doutherty’s 
successiul movement, and commenced his 
investigation, which was not completed on the 
12th of Juiy, when the writer ended his visit 
there. R. G. Randall, Chief of the Division of 
Accounts, Indian Bureau, was still at Crow 
Creek working upon a report to Commissioner 
Hayt. There was 

A SAFE FULL OF DOCUMENTARY EVIDENCE, 
but it was not in official order. I asked Mr. 
Randall the exact number of false vouchers in 
whole or iu part. He was then listing them in 
his report to the Commissioner. He answered, 
‘IT can’t doit.” In afew minutes he spoke up 
aud said: There are eiguty as far as I have 
compiled, and I think that is about half.“ The 
Acting Agent added: Here is a list of thirty- 
nine more, and we belicve over thirty of them 
are false. 

Gen. Hammond was not at Crow Creek all 
summer, but it is a fact that he did not leave 
those Agencies to begin bis next job at Standing 
Rock until the 10th of July. Ilndian-Commis- 
sioner Hayt's visit to Crow Creek at che same 
tune the correspondent was there had nothing 
to do with the latter’s work. Mr. Hayt spent 
an hour anda half at Crow Creek, and then 
went on board the steamer carrying himself and 
the Stanley Commission to the Red-Cioud 
Agency. The party responsible for the cor- 
respondent’s access to the papers of the office 
was 

ACTING-AGENT DOUGHERTY. 
They were in his custody, and the Department 
knows be was the man, and not Mr. Havt or 
Gen. Hammond. The correspondent had com- 
pleted his work when Mr. Hayt arrived, ad his 
notes were his own. If he co-operated with the 
correspondent, lam not aware of it. All he 
did to help him was to ask him at Yankton not 
to send out his report, as it might em- 
barrass the legal status of the case 
against Dr. Livingston. With feigned regret 
the correspondent answered Too late.“ Mr. 
Hayt ts a gentleman, and knows his own busi- 
ness better than be does areporter’s. if the 
correspondent, *“‘who operated as the ficure- 
bead tor the dissemination of these disclosures, 
was acting under the orders and pav of some 
one not in the 8 business,“ he has not 
found it out vet. e would be glad to hear 
from his paymaster. The man who gives an 
item thinks he ought to be paid. My experience 
on the Missouri is: ‘* What will you give for a

LIVINGSTON’S TRIAL. 

Everybody in Dakota knows that the Terri- 
tory is divided into three judicial districts, 
known as the Yankton, Deadwood, and Fargo 
Districts.

Every thief cries out ** Sensationalism ”’ 
when he is caught and the facts are retailed to 
the public.

THE FALSE VOUCHERS. 

Livingston’s friend, “Yankton,” admits in 
explanation that Livingston evaded the routine 
work required by law in drawing a voucher in 
the name of Sevart Hooker for $1,160 which 
Hooker swears he never knowingly signed. 
The money, Hooker makes affidavit, he uever 
got, and Livingston admits be didn’t, but ex- 
plains that it was parceled out to all the em- 
ployes engaged in cutting and haulivg logs for 
a mission school-house. That explanation in-

Vice is laid over with 
euch a gilded iustre and boueyed words, and flat- 
tering tongues are so plenty, that, bewildered and 
dazed, many a poor, weak girl falls for the want 
of a helping band. a few kind words whispered in 
the ears. When we look at our little ones tender- 
ly nurtured, eo carefully guarded from all know!l- 
edge of evil, do we know how soon 
they may need aid? A few years, nay, 
often a few weeks. make great changes 
in our lives, Now, perhaps, on the hich wave of 
prosperity; to-mogrow a disastrous wave may 
strand gs on the dé@solate shore of poverty. Think 
what iPmust be: homeless, friendless, working 
hard all day for a scanty subsistence, and return- 
ing at night to a lonely little room with no friendly 
hand beld vut, uo loving look or oright faces to 
welcome you.

Our private ailaire cease to be personal property. 
because, forsooth, Tom, Dick, and Harry have 
daily access to our homes, and carry from thence 
gossiping tales of the tears they surprised upon 
Madame s cheek, or the frown they caught upon 
my geutieman’s brow. Even the cuildren’s white 
souls are early sullicd oy the observance of our 
spurious welcomes apg our sham of cordiality. 
When Mrs. A, who K a scandal-monger and a 
gossip, enters our doors, the conventional wel- 
come is given her, and the cordial smile 
bestowed, although the small eyes that 
watch us and the small ears that catch 
the echo of our own words have often beard our 
words of censure and condemnation when the 
guest we entertain was abeecat. 

Communism is quite as disastrous in the main- 
tenance of a home as in the affuirs of a na: ion. 
The wealth that love has garnered—the rich and 
tender experiences that make the sou! of home 
cannot be made commou property with the empty- 
headed idlers that constitute the bulk of modern 
society.

There have been no in- 
terchaoges of the services that love and kindred 
tastes promote, no heart-communings, or minis- 
terings higher needs, but there must, of neces- 
sity, be a common way frum door to door, —a von- 
siving invaston upon family affairs without 
warning, just because two women chance 
to be nemhbors and the Good Book has 
said. Love thy neignbor «as thyself.” 
lf, finding my neivhbor to good- 
hearted, but coarse-grained, accommodating and 
kindly, bat prone to gossip, and inclined to carry 
tales, L lock some part of my life away from her 
keen eyes, I am at once denounced as inhospitable 
and odd. 

However kindly disposed I may feel, —however 
willing to extend a helpiug hand whenever needed, 
—if 1 do not choose to wear my heart upon my 
sleeve, and anlock all my doors for freeboater 
invasion, I ama churi and a stuck- up aristo- 
crat. One is not ovliged to accept spurious coin or 
aduitcrated groceries, if one has sense enough to 
know thé difference between counterfeit and genu- 
ine; no more should one be forced into enam rela- 
tions, or compelied to fritter truth and sincerity 
away in Unmeaning hospitalities extended to peo- 
ple who care no more for you than you for them. 
and who, if you snould die to-morrow, would turn 
your graveinto a picnic giound, aud your memory 
into a waltz>_Ina world and an age nete so lit- 
tie is heid sacred let friendship, love, aud home 
remam at least untouched by profane 
bands. Let all the wert § heroic tales 
that were wont to set our bearts beating in emala- 
tion of brave and loyal deeds, pass into airy le- 
rends,—believe, if you will, that Abelard and 

eloise never lived, that Sbakspeare was a fraud, 
and even Sir Philip Sidney a myth, taat the faith- 
ful lives that have snone like stars through the 
long years of time are will-o-the wisps, but be 
steadfast in allegiance to the purity of friendship, 
the endurance of jove, and the sanctity of home as 
we ail have power to preserve it. 

We can turn our home into à hostelry for the 
entertainment of man and beast, or we can preserve 
it a tempie pure and epoticss, wherein to shrine 
our loves. Upon many accounts | would almost 
counsel! the keeping of special reception days -days 
when our homes sheald be frecly given over to 
the welcome of any that Choose to come, and in 
which the most free-hearted hospitality should 
reign.

From Ficus Exastica, Moire, III. Almost 
the first question any one. asks a florist is, How do 
you care for your cailas in the summer’ The 
answer is, Plant them out in the garden and culti- 
vate the same as potatoes, being sure to put them 
in a sunny situation and keep free from weeds. In 
the fall (about Sept. 15) take up and pot them in 
a good rich soil, containing one-fifth sand. Care 
should be taken not to put in too large a pot, one 
you can conveniently put the roots in and no 
larger, Many persons will place their calla in a 
common wooden pail, and then wonder why i: 
don't bloom. It must get pot- bound and remain 
so if you wish it to bloom. Plenty of sand m the 
earth is for drainage, ag the plant needs a great 
deal of water which must pass through the earth. 
which. if remaining io the pot, would soon sour 
and the plant stop growing. and perhaps die. 
After taking out of the ground and potting, place 
it in some shady position’ for eight or ten days and 
Water sparingly. Abou the 10th or 15th of 
November begin watering with warm water. 
Commence with water milk-warm, and 
crease the heat gradually each day 
the water is hot, but not 
Pour the hot water on 
and not on the Kalke of 
Don't be sparing of water at any time (except for 
a few days after potting). This will make it bloom 
about the holidays. A south exposure is best, as 
it delights in the warm sunsiine, it being a native 
of Africa, along the River Nile.

From Rennis, Box 17, Hixs DLE, ILT. As the 
season for planting winter-blooming bulbs draws 
nigh, I write a few remarks on their culture. As 
the oxalis is to be planted first, I shall speak of it 
this week. These plants are very popular for win- 
ter flowering in pots and baskets, and there are 
two varieties sutitabie for boudoir culture. Fort 
house-blooming, take three or four inch pots, 
wy an inen of drainage in the bottom, then 1. 

aif up with well-decayed manure, and the re 
maining portion with light, sandy loam. In this 
plant two bulos to a pot, one inch deep, water, and 
set away ina cool. dark place fora week or 80. 
then bring the pot to the light. The leaves being 
on long stalks, and drooping in habit, make the 
oxalis suitable for hanging baskets. After flower- 
ing, when the leaves tarn yellow, dry off. When 
quite ary knock them out of the pots, put them in 
fresh soll, and keep them in a dry place until Au- 
gust; then oring to the light and commence water- 


ing. 

For boudoir culture, plant in spring in good soil, 
one inchdeep. Take up in autumn, dry of, pack 
away in sawdust, keep them in a cool, dry place 
until the following spring, then plant out as be- 
fore. 

Ihave about 100 of these bulbs, and will send 
two of them to any person whois interested for 
four green stamps for package and postage. 

I propose to give some hints on byacinths in my 
next.

MEDICAL NOTES. 

From Gena, Cuicaco.—Do not think, 
friends, that I have been sulking because I came in 
for a share of criticism. The truth is, that 1 have 
been troubled at having to neglect private cor- 
respondents; so I determined not to write again 
till I could do it with a clear conscience. Pry, you 
are rightin supposing my knowledge of cheese- 
making only theoretical, and certainly practical 
knowledge is always to be preferred; but if you are 
equally correct in saying that the pepsin contained 
in the stomach of all adult mammals is the cheese- 
ferment, then this subject, as it is presented in all 
our text-books on chemistry and physiology, will 
have to be reconsidered. I had the best of author- 
ity for making the statement that 1 did, and, in- 
deed, do not see how the pepsin can produce the 
effect, as all experimenters have found it perfectly 
inert in a neutral fluid. Was it not the stomach of 
young pigs (sucking) that was employed? My 
use of the word was inaccurate, as I bad reference 
Only to the mature animal. | am glad that you 
wrote, for now I shall satisfy myself by experiment 
just where the trath lies. I know that oysters, if 
stale, will curdie sweet milk, but donot know 
whether, if the curd were collected and pressed, it 
would cure properly. or whether it would be- 
have simply as curd separated by an acid, as in 
common clabber.

Jarrett & Palmer are determined to give the 
English such a dose of Uncle Tom's Cabin” 
as they will be likely to remember fora long 
time. With one troupe of darkey performers 
starting from Manchester, another from Dublin, 
and still another from London to sweep the prov- 
inces, the simple-minded Britishers will begin 
to think all Africa has broken loose. In a coun- 
try where a black skin is almost as great a rari- 
ty asa white one is in Timbuctoo this dusky in- 
vasion cannot fail to make the people stare. 
The troupe tnat left yesterday morning by the 
Celtie was a somewhat different, and, from the 
sensational standpoint, a superior one to that 
which preceded it over ten days ago in the Adr# 
atic. It was largely composed of the simon-pure 
Ethiopian breed collected after a scouring trip 
through the cotton States by Commodore 
Tooker and Ur. Jarrett. There were old men 
past three-score who may have been born on 
the banks of the Senegal, and whose splendid 
sooty complexion no amouut of burnt cork 
could counterfeit. There were picaninnies 
3 years old and women of all ages wearing the 
plantation bandkerchief in a knot around their 
heads. All grades of musical talent of the 
plantation order were represented; hand-bon es, 
jaw-bones, Jéwsharps, tum tums, and tambou- 
rines, and in the vocal department songs enough 
to run a dozen camp-meetings, and six minstrel 
shows were laid up in store for the Englisb mar- 
ket. The entire gang numbered sixty-eight, 
enough to start another Liberian colony. As 
they were country darkies the big City of New 
York was an astonishment that set their tongues 
going with the wildest exclamations of surprise. 

Two of the troupe, however, were well known 
here.

Many of these 
guests pay 820 per day, and none less than 65. 
Several families of five, with servants, coach- 
man, etc., pay $75 per day. Mr. Gage, t 
cashier, says the receipts average $7,000 per day. 

“How much will the total receipts for the 
season amount to!” I asked. 

„The can’t fall short of $300,000. The prop- 
erty was bid in at $715,000, though it cost in 
high times $1,000,000. Mr. Marvin controls the 
hotel. It is principally owned in the Marvin 
family.“ 

„Who makes or loses, U there is a profit or 
loss“ I asked. 

“Why, the hotel is rented by Thompkins, 
Gage, Perry, and Janvrin from Mr. Marvin, who 
controls the interests of the Marvin family. 
The rent is $60,000, and we will pay it and have 
a nice protit this year. We'll take in $300,000 
this summer, pay out $200,000, and have 6100, 
000 with which to paythe rent. The remainder, 
$40,000, will be a profit to be divided bet en 
the lessees,—Thompkius, Gage, Perry, and Jan- 
vrin.“ 

The boarding-houses in Saratoga are all full, 
—fuller than | have ever known them. Every 
night the balconies of the hotel are packed.

The work on Bartholdi’s gigantic figure of 
Liberty Enlightening the World,“ to be placed 
on Bedloe's Island, in the Bay of New York, is 
rapidly progressing in the Paris workshop. The 
height of the statue, from the sole of her classic 
foot to the extreme end of the torch in her 
upstretched band, will be 105 feet; the granite 
pedestal will have a height of 115 feet, viving a 
total altitude of 220 fect from the surface of the 
grassy mound. The lady’s coronet is pierced 
with a circle of windows. from which brilliant 
lime lights will stream after dark; while the 
end of the torch—large enough to seat tifteen 
persons—will be a mass of flame held aloft 
in the darkness. The effect of these 
far-darting beams above, however, will be 
to throw the figure itself into deep shadow, 
unless some ligut is also furnished at the base. 
Ibe project, in its inception, seems to have been 
due toa number of Kepublican Frenchmen,

New Tonk, Aug. 23.—The Labor aud Com- 
mercial Depression Investigating Committeé re- 
sumed its session this morning. 

Horace White was called by the Committee, 
and stated that he had studied the financial 
question, and had paid a great deal of attention 
to it when he was a journalist; and since he re- 
tired from journalism. He thought the pres- 
ent commercial crisis is only one of a series that 
have occurred among nations for the past 200 
years, and they have been preceded by rampant 
speculations.

He found that 
these periods of crisis came upon nations, no 
matter whether the currency was gold or paper. 
The speculative era which existed from 1869 to 
1878, the witness thought, had something to do 
with the present condition of affairs. ‘The ac- 
cumulation of capital acting on the sanguine 
temperaments of a certain race of people would 
produce a speculative era. Over -· production by 
machinery had contributed to decrease busi- 
ness, by producing more than there was a de- 
mand for, and prices fell accordingly. He did 
bot think that the introduction of machinery 
had produced this speculative era and the col- 
lapse which followed it. 

The witness did not think that a protective 
tariff would raise the wages of the working 
peovic. It might raise the price of some of the 
commodities to be bought. Protective tariffs 
would stimulate some branches of business and 
lead capital to some extent into if. The wit- 
ness said he did not think the wages of the la- 
boring classes had been decreased by competi- 


‘tion between countries in producing and ex- 


porting. The wages of the laboring classes had 
been greatly increased during the past 200 
years. lu regard to tariff duties, he would 
recommend that they should be taken off of 
some raw materials. 

About the middle-men question the witness 
said that a great many of these had been driven 
out of business, and went mto bankruotcy be- 
cause they Were upnecessary. Too many of 
them were in business. If there was atiy sur- 
plus of capital during the speculative era. it had 
now retreated to the bank vaults, being driven 
there by the low rate of interest. The amounts 
loaned out by the banks were, in great bulix, the 
property of the community. 

The witness said that business was injured to 
u great extent by a protective tariff. It stim- 
umed some manufactures, if it was properly 
lua donn. The accuniulation of. capital las 
been so great that we had to go eisewhere to 
spend uw. We nao more capital than we could 
employ. 

Ihe witness said that the limitation in the 
hours of labor should not be made the subject 
of legislation. It was a direct contradiction of 
the tunctions of the Government to interfere 
with the hours of labor. It was an infringe- 
ment on some persons’ liberty. The main ob

“ CIRCULATION.” 


The Fight Between the New York “Trib- 
une,” Herald.“ and Sun” About Their 
Circulation. 

From Our Own Correspondent. . 

New York, Aug. 21.—To make up for any 
dearth of interesting news durine the commonly 
dull summer months, some of the morning 
newspapers have been indulging in a little dis- 
cussion of theirown. The Tribune started the 
thfng, presumably in an attempt to draw out 
its not amicabie neighbor, the Times, but, while 
the intended purpose failed of result, from an 
unexpected source there came a scathing reply. 
The Tribune had for some time been boasting 
of its prosperity ad increased circulation, and 
publisbed comparative tables of postage paid, 
—a trick which is a favorite one, I believe, 
with a certain Chicago morning paper. 
These tables put the /J/rilune next to the 
Herald, and made a fine showing to one who 
did not understand the incompletcness and un- 
fairness of such figures as representing a paper’s 
circulation. The Tribune went on to propose 
that a law should be passed by the Legislature 
requiring all papers to publish sworn state- 
ments of their circulation for the benefit of 
mivertisers, and to allow means of verification. 
The Heraid took up the suggestion, replied that 
it was foolish to talk about a law, but said all 
papers no doubt would be willing to join in 
such publication. For its own part, it would 
soon publish a sworn statement of its circula- 
tion for three months, and invited the Tribune 
to join it in carrying out its own proposal. This 
was the last thing the 7rioune wished to do, 
since

on a paper weighing so much as it does makes 

a far better showing than actual number of 

copies sold. Presently the Herald printed its 

statement, giving au average of more than 

100,000 copies a day for the three months of 

May, June, and July. At the same time, see- 

ing how the Tribune had backed down on its 

own proposal, the /iera’d thus cleverly dis- 
posed of the postage-rate trick. Speakiog of 
sworn and verified statements, it says: 

We agree with the Tribune that such statements 
alone can be satisfactory to inquirers. Compara- 
tive tables of postage paid, for instance, such as 
the 7r:Oune printed afew days ago, give no real 
information, as indeed our contemporary acknow!- 
edged by suggesting ‘*‘ sworn reports.” To make 
this plain to *he public we will mentiona few facts. 

Some journals send the bulk of their impressions 
through the mails. The //erald, on the contrary, 
sends the bulk of its impressions by fast express. 
in order thatthe paper may be delivered to its 
readers ahgadof the mails. Now, it is eviderg 
that where such different methods of transmission 
are employed, to publish merely a table of post- 
ages paid mast convey partial. and, therefore, in- 
correctinformation. Tae 7ribune, we presume, 
from the fact that it has published its postage re- 
turns, is one of those journals which send the bulk 
of their circulation through the mails. 

Aguin, the //eraia is sent, woether by mall or 
express, only to persons ordering it, and sending 
the money in advance for the copies ordered. But 
it is the custom of some journais to send out a cou- 
siderable part of their circulation to newsdealers 
Don sale, as the phrase is,—namely, with the 
agreement that the newsmen shall pay only for 
what they are able to sell, and not for the whole 
number of copies sent them. Such a praciice, of 
course, weils the postage account, but does not 
show actual circulation.

Unshod Horses. 
Letter in Congreqgationalist. 

I have used barefooted horses on the average 
hard. gravelly New England road, at intervals 
of several months at a time, during an experi- 
ence of twenty-five years iu their ownership. I 
conclude that the hoof will supply by growth 
all the wear and waste of a fair dav's work on 
an average country road. Whatis a fair day’s 
travel for a horse iu continuous use? The old 
Eastern Stage Company said twelve miles.“ 
I have ridden 300 miles on a mail stage route in 
Utab, Idaho, and Oregon several times, woen a 
change of horses was made at intervals of 
twelve miles, that being considered a fair dav's 
work. The entire line was 700 miles long. and 
500 horses and mules were used, all upon twelve 
miles as the basis of a day’s work. Now, then, 
I believe, from my own experience, that when 
you give a horse two days’ work in one for 1 
week at a time on rough, hard road, you will 
wear his hoofs down to the „quick,“ and lame 
the animal. Fierce driving or jerking and pu!)- 
ing over stone pavements will shiver and splin- 
ter the hoofs of mos: horses, if unshod.. For a 
fair day’s driving over soit or moderately hard 
roads, I should prefer to let my horse bare- 
footed. On pavements like those in Seaten, 
the average horse (with the average duties and 
driver) should be shod. Yet. even in Boston, a 
good horse with light work, in the hands of a 
— driver, would do weil enough bare-

LONDON, Aug. 6.—Holidays are not so com- 
mon in London as to be stupid. In Portugal 
there are 400 holidays every year, and they be- 
come somewhat monotonous to strangers, who 
cannot see any difference between holidays and 
other days. It point of fact, it occurs to me 
that 400 into 365, you can't“; but they get 
over that difficulty by doubling up some of the 
feasts, and the thirty-five days which are double 
holidays are the ouly noticeabie feast-days. But 
in London there are practically only four week- 
days given up to pleasure in the year, and they 
are known as 

“* BANK-HOLIDAYS.” 

They are fixed by act of Parliament as dies non 
in commercial and Government business, 
and they are kept with far more scrupu- 
lousness than Sundays are by all classes 
except the public-houses. The days appointed 
are Easter-Monday, Whit-Monday, the first 
Monday in August, and “ Boxing-Day,’’—that 
is, the day after Christmas. The first Monday 
in August is purely secular in its origin,—the 
other three being, of course, chosen owing to 
their religious associations. It is only a few 
years ago—about five, I think—that Sir John 
Lubbock, M. P., succeeded in passing an act 
through Parliament for the relief of the rather 
overworked bank-clerks, to enable them, during 
the heat of August, to get away to the sea-side 
or to the country for a couple of days. Sir 
John, although a very successful banker and 
politician, is probably best known as a scientific 
experimenter, and his name is generally cou- 
pled with a wasp, or some other insect whose 
intelligence he has demonstrated and devel- 
oped. Having seen how desirable it was to 
give his own clerks a summer-holiday, he finally 
was able to make Parliament and the country 
take the same view; and the result is, that no 
business is done in England, except works of 
necessity, on the first Monday in August. 

Every one must go somewhere on Bank-Hol- 
day. Saturday is only half a day: so that thou- 
sands of clerks and shopkeepers go off to 
Brighton, Margate, and to various places on the 
south coast, to remain over Monday. This year 
so many went to Paris that the railroads 
nd Channel steamers were overcrowded. One 
tourist-agency sold an average of 700 tickets 
daily for a week beforehand. As thecab-drivers’ 
strike in Paris began yesterday, I pity the un- 
fortunate Britons who took that trip, and I shall 
await private accounts of their experience with 
much interest. Having a party of Chicago peo- 
ple under my convoy for the day,—people who 
wished to see something characteristic of 
English habits, without being crusbed by an 
enormous crowd, I decided to take them to 

WINDSOR CASTLE. 
It is near enough to attract thither swarms of 
the middle-class Londoners, and is yet far 
enough away to be inaccessible to the tens of 
thousands oi the lower classes. 

Clouds and rain cast a decidedly gloomy 
prospect over the early part of the day, but 10 
o’elock brought fine weather, which lasted until 
night. From Paddington Station, on the Great 
Western Railway, to Slough Junction, the trip 
is about as uninteresting as any to be found 
pear London. On each side are numbers of 
brick-kilns, whose smoke and gas almost stifle 
the traveler. Beyond Slough the train is in full 
view of the Castle, and one gets a charming 
picture of the old place. As we crossed the 
Thames, we saw the banks lined with cockney 
fishermen, in punts or standing on dry land, ail 
of them being got up in full augling dress, 
with a large assortment of all the latest im- 
provements for the practice of the gentle art,” 
as if they were dealing with the voracious pike, 
the gamy salmon, or the wary trout, instead of 
the mild and unresisting chub, dace, and min- 
now. My Chicago friends insisted that no fish 
more than nine inches long could have swam 
safely in that river, since the lines were so nu- 
merous that it couid not have flapned its tail 
without being hooked; but they were not aware 
that none of the fishers expected or hoped tor 
such good luck as catching a fish nine inches 
long; from three- to cight-inch fish were all that 
their wildest fancy looked for. 

It was noon when we reached the Castle, and 
already it was clear that we should see little of 
the usual sights of the place; for not only was 
the crowd swarming in greater numbers than 
we had anticipated, but we knew that long ex- 
cursion-trains were following. So we surged 
through St. George's Chapel, wedged solidly in 
a never-stopping current of human beings; 
thence out into the courtyard, where we capt- 
ured a guide and gota breath of fresh oie. 
Then we entered the state apartments, and 
again mingled with the dense throng of loyal 
British subjects. 

‘HA! THERE’S ER MAJESTY!” 
said one; pointing to the coronation-portrait 
over the door of the ante-room. 

“Yes, and a very good likeness, too,” an- 
swered the woman addressed, wriggliug around 
so asto catch a sicht of it. The woman was 
about 30 years old, and, although she may pos- 
sibly have seen her Majesty, it puzzled me to 
understand bow she knewtbbe portrait to be a 
good one, painted ten years before she was 
born. For no one who has seen Queen Victoria 
in the last fifteen years would ever discover any 
resemblance in this fresh, blooming, almost 
handsome portrait, to the gross, coarse, and 
selfish-looking woman of real lite. 

One of the great grievances of the crowd was, 
that the state furniture was covered up under 
cheap holland covers, so that the elegant ap- 
pearance that the rooms present usually was 
lost. The cords around the furniture, to keep 
the public from touching it, were quite insuffi- 
cient, and nearly every woman took occasion, at 
some time when the officials were not looking, 
to pull off the covers of the chairs and sofas, to 
get a view of the rich upholstered work. Finally 
the Keepers were obliged to take the covers 
whoily off from one or two pieces in every set, 
thus evabling the British matron to get an idea 
of the furniture without pulling the covers to 
pieces. But it was in

that the public became most unruly. Pictures, 
evidently, they were not wholly unaccustomed 
to; but they could not quite make out what 
manner of art this was, aud they wanted to feel 
to see what it was like. The anxiety and the 
general unhappiness of the officials in these 
rooms were truly comical; for, while they were 
pestered with every kind of questions, they 
also steadily engaged in making their inter- 
locutors keep their hands off the tapestry. 

Is that wool-work?!” asked one. Do they 
do all that by and“ queries another. “’Ow 
do they shade the colors off so nicely?” s 
it woven by machinery, and painted afterward?” 
Was Gobelin one of the old masters! Such 
were some of the many questions. it took a 
weary hour to ciruulate through these rooms, 
elbowed and bushed about on every side; and, 
on once reaching the open air, we gave up fur- 
ther attempts at sight-seeing. 

It was out in the quaint old town that the 
holiday pieasure-seekers felt most at home. 
fhey wanted to get out of London for a 
chauge, aud the Castle was a good place to go 
to for a little while; but the bred-in-the-bone 
cockucy does not like to get far away from 
paved streets, eating-houses, bakers’ shops, 
and publics.“ 

THEY SWARMED INTO THE RESTAURANTS, 
until in many ot them there was hardly stand- 
ing-room. ‘The taps of the ale-casks were never 
shut off in the public-houses, but allowed to 
run until empty, so steady was the call for 
‘bittah beah.”” Men and women were jumbled 
up together, as if they feared that supplies were 
likely to give out, and unless they got early 
served they would get nothing. Butall the 
crowd were not sweltering in the town. Scat- 
tered under the elms which form the shade of 
the Long Walk were several hundred picnickers 
who had brought their lunches. They gorged 
themselves on substantials, and struggled with 
apparently inexhaustible quantities of pastry, 
cake, jam, pickles, pop. ginger-beer, and bottled 
lemonade. After luncheon there were games 
of cricket, tip-cat; and all kinds of children’s 
fames,—ior, as usual, the children swarmed 
like fies. There were no secluded walks for lovers, 
fot every spot was occupied ; but that fact did not 
prevent love- making. Bashfulness scems to be 
an unknown trait here. The swains put — 
arms around their sweethearts’ waists, an

Two lovers would have a struggle on the turf, 
and it was not always the man who succeeded 
in throwing down his companion; frequently 
the woman would get the better of him, and 
would cuff him soundly,—not in anger at all, 
but simply as a sien of victory, apparently. 
Then he would kiss her. and she would cutf him 
again; but, afew minutes later, they would 
stroll on in an affectionate embrace, quite 
as calm as if nothing had happened. 
This rude “skylarking”—as the sailors 
call it—is quite common among the 
English lower classes, and often it is certain 
that they must really hurteach other. Whether 
it is a mere ebuliition of animal spirits, ora 
school of training for the more serious beatings 
which are sure to come after marriage, is a ques- 
tion that I have not been able to settle to my 
own satisfaction. 

We were anxious to avoid the crush on the 
railroad-trip home, and so, after a hasty glitnpse 
at Eton College, where now all is idleness and 
quiet, we returned to London. As we knew that 
a mail from the United States had arrived in the 
morning, we naturally wanted our letters. 
Now, ordinarily we should have had to wait for 
them until the next day, for on Bank-Holidays 
the Post-Office people rest from their labors as 
well as others; but, fortunately, our letters 
were addressed in the care of the American 
Exchange, No. 449 Strand; and, as it is Guillig’s 
boast that he delivers mail every day iu the year, 
we drove thither to see whether it was so. Sure 
enough, our letters by the steamer of the 25th 
of July from New York were awaiting us, and 
we thus got a day’s start of our friends who had 
bad their letters sent to other addresses. And 
we returned home saying: “Great is Gillig, 
and Bowles is his prophet.” 

There was one thing which seemed strange 
about this holiday: although the public-houses 
were open all day, there was

visible on the streets, and far fewer cases before 
the Police-Justices next day, than there are 
usually after Sunday, when the publics are 
clused during a good portion of the day. The 
number of persons charged with being drunk, 
disorderly, and similarly amenabie to punish- 
ment, on Tuesday morving, was far below the 
average of the Monday-morning record in all 
the Police-Courts. It is possible that the clos- 
ing of the saloous on Sunday for certain hours may 
tend to rapid and indiscriminate drinking during 
the hours in which they are allowed to be open.

Illinois’ crack pigeon-shvoter has again taken 
in an unfortunate aristocrat, Mr. Aubry Coven- 
try.
